(JG) James Ball, pilot of 
the search plane, radioed the Pine 
Island he had dropped survival 
gear to six survivors “who are on 
their feet.”

CHICAGO, Jan. 11 (AP)—Rob- 
ert R. Young, chairman of the 
Board of the Chesapeake & Ohio

he plans to establish the nation’s 
first coast-to-coast system. 
If he succeeds, he must over 
come the historic opposition of 
federal agencies to stretching 
single carrier systems beyond sec- 
tional limits, 
The 49-year-old Young, who 10 
years ago with an investment 
of less than $3,000,000 gained con- 
trol of the $900,000,000 Alleghany 
Corp., and in turn of more than 
one billion dollars of railroad fa- 
cilities, is not dismayed by the 
failures of earlier transportation 
giants in this direction, 
His plans to use his Chesapeake 
& Ohio Lines (C. & O., Nickel Plate, 
Pere Marquette) as the nucleus of 
a transcontinental system were 
outlined in an interview to be pub- 
lished by the magazine Advertis- 
ing Age, which the magazine said 
was “read and approved” by 
Young.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP)— 
Bills to wipe out some four billion 
dollars of union portal pay suits 
got a head start over other labor 
legislation today as a Senate 
Judiciary subcommittee set hear- 
ings for Wednesday, 
Seven other major bills, among 
30 or more dealing with unions 
already introduced, are slated for 
early attention, but the House 
and Senate Labor Committees 
have not yet be work on them. 
Senator Capehart (Rep.), Indi- 
ana, sponsor of one bill to offset 
portal pay claims, will be the first 
witness before the judiciary 
group. Chairman Wiley (Rep.), 
Wisconsin of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee has introduced another 
measure. 
Senator Donnell (Rep.), Mis- 
souri, subcommittee chairman, an- 
nounced the hearings would be 
public. He told reporters that 
witnesses would be required “so 
far as practicable” to file written 
statements covering their pro- 
posed testimony a day in advance 
of their appearance. The other 
subcommittee members are Sena- 
tors Cooper (Rep.), Tennessee and 
Eastland (Dem.), Mississippi. 
Suits seeking $44,823,000 in re- 
troactive portal-to-portal pay and 
damages were filed today, increas- 
ing to $4,154,793,000 the total of 
such claims on file across the 
country. 


Warning by Stassen. 
Harold E. Stassen, former Min- 
nesota governor who is seeking 
the Republican nomination for 


Prasident in 1948, said today there 


is “some danger of going too far” 
in labor legislation. 

Three of the seven major bills 
are sponsored by Senator Ball, 
also a Minnesota Republican. 
Stassen told a press conference all 
three “go too far.“ He was talk- 
ing about bills by Ball that would 
outlaw the closed shop and in- 
dustry-wide bargaining, and the

McCormack Assails Pro- 
posed Reductions in 
Levies, but Says the Re- 
publicans ‘Have Got 
the Votes.’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP)— 
Representative McCormack of 
Massachusetts, House Democratic 
whip, conteded today probable 
House passage of a 20 per cent 
reduction in income taxes, “be- 
cause the Republicans have got 
the votes,” 

But he denounced the cut — 
sponsored by Chairman Knutson 
(Rep.), Minnesota of the House 
Ways and Means Committee and 
indorsed by Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio—as an “unsound” approach 
to fiscal problems, 

McCormack; himself a former 
member of the tax-writing Ways 
and Means Committee, suggested 
instead a study of methods de- 
signed to ease the tax burden on 
“the little fellow”—possibly by in- 
creasing exemptions on earned in- 
come, , 

Stassen Attacks Budget Figure. 

President Truman's estimate of 
the necessary spending in the 
fiscal year starting July 1 is 
$37,500,000,000, reld E. Stassen, 
former governor Of Minnesota and 
an announced candidate for Pres- 
ident, joined fellow Republicans 
today in attacking this figure as 
too high, 

“Sharply padded,” said Stassen 
of Truman’s budget. “Wasteful 
and extravagant.” 

Stassen told a press conference 
he was laying before individual 
members of Congress a proposal 
to cut five billion dollars out of 
the President’s budget. N 

He suggested continuing enough 
of the wartime excise (luxury) 
taxes to obtain another billion 
dollars to make the total income 
$38,500,000,000. There then would 
be six billions to work with in his 
calculations, he said. 
Stassen’s Proposal. 

Stassen would handle this as 
follows: 

1. Reduce the national debt by 
three billions. 

2. Cut personal income taxes 
by 12% per cent, a total of 
32.500, 000,000. 

3. Reduce taxes on small busi- 
nesses by $500,000,000 by elimi- 
nating duplicate taxation on 
earnings and dividends drawn 
from such enterprises,

ARMY STORING 1500 3-298 
IN COCOONS FOR EMERGENCY 


A. A. F. Said to Have 3000 Very 
Heavy Bombers, And to Plan 
Total. of 6000 Planes. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP)— 
The Army Air Forces will have 
about 1500 Superfortresses in 
ready storage, available for quick 
use to bulwark its fleet of operat- 
ing bombers, in the years immedi- 
ately ahead, 

This was disclosed tonight in an 
A. A. F. announcement which said 
the 1500 B-29s are being given the 
“cocooning” process to protect 
them against rust, corrosion and 
other damage from the weather 
while parked in open storage 
areas. The special plastic used to 
coat the airplanes can be removed 
quickly and the plane made ready 
for combat. 

The A.A.F. is understood to pos- 
sess currently about 3000 very 
heavy bombers, the great major- 
ity of which are B- 208. 

The A.A.F. plans to operate in 
the year beginning July 1 a force 
‘of 70 groups totaling around 6000 
airplanes of all types.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP) 
Senator Taft of Ohio today held 
almost undisputed command of 
Senate Republican strategy on the 
domestic front as the Eightieth 
Congress headed for its first whirl 
at actual lawmaking next week. 

Taft, all but an avowed can- 
didate for the 1948 presidential 
nomination, emerged from the 
first 10 days of organizational 
bickering as the chief back-stage 
planner of Republican moves and 
the individual who shoulders most 
of the responsibility for carrying 


them into effect. 
As a leader without official 


Senate portfolio except for his 
chairmanship of the Labor Com- 
mittee, Taft took over the G.O.P. 
eneralship in the debate ending 
n the retreat of Senator Bilbo 
(Dem.), Mississippi, from his de- 
mand for immediate seating, 
Led Attack on Bilbo. 

It was Taft who bounced to his 
feet continually to lead the attack 
against Bilbo’s Southern support- 
ers, while for the most part Sen- 
ator White of Maine, the official 
floor leader, sat silently by. 

Taft, however, has bowed to 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, also a possible presiden- 
tial candidate, on foreign policy. 

Vandenberg stepped down from 
his presiding officer’s chair this 
week to rush through the Foreign 


Relations. Committee’s and then 


the Senate’s unanimous confirma- 
tion of President Truman’s ap- 
pointment of Gen George C. Mar- 
shall as Secretary of State. 

On all other matters of impor- 
tance, however, Taft is taking the 
leading part. 

As chairman of the Senate Re- 
publican steering committee — a 
party and not a Senate-designated 
post—Taft has a guiding hand on 
legislative policies equalled by 
none of his colleagues. 

As chairman of the Labor Com- 
mittee, he already has had much 
to say about the form of industrial 
disputes bills. His influence will 
be great in shaping these mea- 
sures for presentation to the 
Senate. 

As a member of the Finance 
Committee, which he could have 
headed if he had not chosen La- 
bor, Taft already has charted a 
preliminary formula for Republi-

ARNALL RESIGNS, 
SEEKS 10 BLOCK 
TALMADGE 30

Governor Makes Action 
Effective After Qualifi- 
cation of Lieutenant- 
Governor. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 11 (AP)— 
Ellis Arnall resigned today as 
governor of Georgia, “effective 
immediately after the qualifica- 
tion of the lleutenant-governor,“ 
in a Maneuver apparently aimed 
at blocking succession of Herman 
Talmadge to the office won by his 
late father, 

The 39-year-old governor, who 
unseated Eugene Talmadge in 
1942 and who was ineligible to 
seek re-election when Talmadge 
won a fourth non-consecutive 
term in 1946, dramatically re- 
moved himself from the contro- 
versy which has torn Georgia 


since Talmadge died. His resig- 
nation automatically makes M. E. 
Thompson a claimant to the gov- 
ernorship the moment he is sworn 
in as Georgia’s first leutenant- 
governor. 

The resignation will be effective 
regardless whether the legislature 
sustains Herman Talmadge's 
claims to office, based on a few 
hundred write-in votes acknowl- 
edged to have been engineered on 
election day as “insurance” in 
case Eugene Talmadge died. 


Talmadge Strategy. 

Arnall announced immediately 
after Talmadge’s funeral that he 
regarded Thompson as the only 
legal successor, and would resign 
as soon as Thompson was eligible. 
Talmadge leaders ridiculed this 
and predicted Arnall would cling 
to office. At the same time, they 
arranged to prevent Thompson 
from being officially certified un- 
til the legislature could be in- 
duced to name Herman Talmadge 
for his father’s term. This ma- 
neuver, they said, would avoid a 
vacancy and prevent Arnall from 
handing the governorship to 
Thompson. The legislature con- 
,venes Monday. 

Arnall’s move appeared to pre- 
clude any situation in which he 
and Herman Talmadge might be 
rival governors.

CLEVELAND, Jan. 11 (AP)— 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Miche 
igan, urged tonight that the 
United States shift its China pok 
icy to encourage the non-Commu< 
nist coalition backing the new 
constitution there, 

Secretary of State Byrnes at the 
same time said he is more confi< 
dent than ever before that “we 
Can achieve a just peace by co- 
operative effort” by persisting 
with “firmness.” 

Their joint billing at the final 
session of the Cleveland Council 
on World Affairs had dramatic 


contrasts. In the Republican- 
dominated Senate, Vandenberg 
has gained new power in foreign 
affairs—the time of his greatest 
influgnce probably is just ahead. 
Byrnes, having finished the first 
phase of treaty-making, is retiring 
The will be succeeded by Gen, 
George C. Marshall. 

Vandenberg, in his first speech 
as chairman df the Senate Por- 
eign Relations Committee, served 
notice that adherence to à bi- 
partisan foreign policy does not 
preclude the fullest controversy 
over foreign affairs. 

Differs on One Point. 

He differed with Byrnes on at 
least one point by insisting that 
a Pan-American conference on 
defense problems be called with- 
out delay. 

Byrnes's last scheduled address 
as Secretary of State appealed for 
the United States to remain strong 
in military arms and forces until 
its strength can be reduced 
equally with that of other pow- 
ers. This, he said, is necessary 
for world peace. 

“As a great power and as a per- 
manent member of the security 
council,” Byrnes said, we have a 
responsibility, veto or no veto, to 
see that other states do not use 
force except in defense of law. We 
oe discharge that responsibil- 

* 

Marshall, who is to sueceed 
Byrnes late next week, is return- 
ing home from 13 months in China 
where he helped Generalissimo 
Chiang Kal-shek put over the new 
constitution. He had hoped it 
would appeal to “liberals,” as he 
called them, among the Commu- 
nists as weil as among non-Com- 


munist political groups, but so 
far the Communists have cold- 
shouldered it. 

Vandenberg proposed, it effect, 
that the United States should 
abandon its policy of treating the 
Communists on a basis of equality 
with the Chinese Nationalists, and 
instead should throw its backing 
to the Nationalists and other 


groups under the constitution. 

Vandenberg also called for dras- 
tic revision of the great power in 
the United Nations. Russia has 
opposed any change of the veto 
power. 

On disarmament, he said this 
country will go as far as the

agree“ to go. But he added that 
“we shall take no ‘sweetness and 
light’ for granted in a world where 
there is still too much ‘iron cur- 
tain.’”

HE tert of the speech by Senator Vandenberg for the Cleveland 

foreign affairs forum tonight follows: : 

I congratulate the Cleveland forum upon the powerful program 
it nas produced from all quarters of the giobe in a striking ex- 
change of international opinion. This process of reciprocal candor is 
one of the major forces which can beat swords into plowshares on 
the anvils of mutual understanding and good will. Indeed, this is 
the supreme potentiality of the organized United Nations. War will 
remain at a heavy discount so long as international controversy stays 
in the council chamber—and adversaries “talk things out“ instead 


of shooting them out. 

It was my good fortune to coin 
a phrase at the United Nations 
San Francisco conference in 1945 
which seems to survive. I prophe 
sied that the General Assembly 
would become “the town meeting 
of the world.” In one year it has 
become exactly that. So long as 
the “town meeting” meets, reason 
is calculated to outweigh force. 
So long as this “safety valve“ 
works the world’s “boilers” are not 
calculated to explode. 

Peace with justice is the dearest 
aspiration at every hearthstone in 
the world. Here in your “town 
meeting” the voices of global hope 
have joined in this universal 
prayer. The voice of our own 
America must rise above them all, 
not only because our people deeply 
share this dedication, but particu- 
larly because time and events 
have given us the tremendous re- 
sponsibility of a spiritual leader- 
ship which most of the world is 
eager to have us grasp and which 
we would desert at our own peril, 

Praise for Byrnes, Marshall. 

Tonight, according to your pro- 
gram, “the United States replies 
te the world.” So far as my little 
part in this symposium is con- 
cerned, this is too large an order 
to be filled in 30 minutes. Fur- 
ther, I must make it plain that I 
am not in a position “to reply 
for the United Statek” because the 
Constitution confides that prerog- 
ative exclusively to.the President. 
The Senate merely “advises and 
consents.” Sometimes it doesn't 
even do that. 

Fortunately, the Sécretaty of 
State is here to speak for the 
President. But unfortunately, he 
is shortly leaving the public serv- 
joe by resignation. I say this with 
deep regret. Secretary Byrnes has 
been an able, efficient, courageous 
Secretary of State in the finest 
American tradition. He has fe 
lentlessly defended American 
ideals in crises where they re 
quired defense. He has made a 
great contribution to the welfare 
of his country and to the peace 
of the world. I salute him with 
affection and profound respect; 
and I hail him as a Very great 
American! : 

Gen. Marshall, who succeeds

History informs us that indi- 
viduals abandoned private wars 
and gave up their arms only as 
they were protected by the com- 
mon law of their tribes and their 
nations.

require it. Whether this can con- 
tinue on its present multi-lateral 
basis will depend somewhat upon 
the type of competition we con- 
front from foreign state mono- 
polies and from a growing habit 
abroad of making bilateral agree- 
ments for political as well as 
economic purposes. These habits 
could force us into defensive tac- 
tics which we would not volun- 
tarily embrace. We shall fit our 
procedures to the necessities 
which are foreed upon us. Cer- 
tainly we intend to keep our own 
American industry and agriocul- 
ture in sound domestic health, and 
to protect our system of free 
enterprise. Anything less would 
be a calamity not only for us but 
for the western world. But sane, 
healthy, muttial trade expansion is 
best for all concerned. 


Mr. Chairman, my time runs out 
though I have touched — the 
outer rim of our mutual problems 
with the world.

again, it is an unmistakable cue 
to what seems to be our improved 
relations with the Soviet Union 
-s a result, 1 believe, of our 
present rugged policy of firm 
but friendly candor which 1 
ho has permanently estab- 
lis the American doctrine 
that there are deadlines in our 
ideals from which we shall 
never again retreat, This is not 
truculence—it id the power of 
brave and naked truth. When 
we left Paris in September, the 
Council of Foreign Ministers 
was deadlocked on more than 
40 issues. When we left New 
‘York in December they were all 
amicably resolved. These five 
treaties are far from satisfac- 
tory in Many aspects. But they 
bear no remote resemblance to 
the gteater dissatisfactions 
which we have prevented; and 
they ate a great. advance toward 
reconstriction in a peaceful 
world. 

Now we turn, after many weary 
months of wig to peace plans 
for Austria and Germany. At long 
last, we shall come to grips with 
the heart of the European prob- 
lem. All occupying powers should 
redognisze the independence of 
Austria and withdraw their 
troops, 

Hopeful Pattern in Reich. 
In Germany, retarded by Rus- 


sian and French refusals to fulfill 
the Potsdam requirement that the 


four zones of German occupation 
should operate as an economic 
unit, the German situation has 
suffered such economic deteriora- 
tion as to threaten chaos and dis- 
aster. We have partially met this 
worsening crisis by unifying the 
American and British zones—with 
an invitation to the French and 
Russians to join us at their op- 
tion. This is a hopeful pattern. 
Meanwhile the business of re- 
newed, decentralized political au- 
tonomy—looking toward federated 
states which shall be the masters 
and not the servants of a new 
Berlin—makes encouraging prog- 
ress in the American zone. But 
the pressing need is a plan for 
total peace—a plan which omits 
no possible precautions against 
recurrent Hitlerism, yet which of- 


strive toward democratic self- 
redemption. The important thing 
for the world to know is that we 
intend to remain in occupation un- 
til this job is done. It is part of 
the war, if we are to preserve our 
victory, 

Meanwhile, was face the intl- 
mate necessity of refreshing our 
indispensable pan-American solid- 
arity. This comes close home, It 
is historidally basic in American 
foreign policy; and nothing has 
happened to lessen the importance 
of these good-neighborly contacts. 
Quite the contrary. At San Fran- 
cisco, 20 Latin American republics 
were unwilling to proceed with 
the United Nations Charter until 
the validity of our historic re 
gional arfangements were official- 
ly tied in the United Nations plan. 

his was specifically done in 
Chapter VIII of the Charter. 
Thereupon, the then Secretary of 
State, Mr. Stettinius, as part of 
the agreed plan, promised 

“To invite the other Ameri- 
can republics to undertake in 
the near future the negotiation 
of a treaty which, as provided 


for in the Act of Chapultepec it- 
self, would be consistent with 
the Charter of world organiza- 
tion and would support and 
strengthen that organisation, 
while at the same time advanc- 
ing the development of the his- 
toric system of inter-American 
co-operation.” 

This was on May 15, 1945. This 
is Jan. 11, 1947, “In the near fu- 
ture“ has not yet arrived. The 
Secretary said of the proposed 
conference that “it would be an- 
other important step in carrying 
forward the good neighbor policy.” 
If he was right—and I think he 
was—this long failure to hold the 
conference has had the opposite 
effect. I am well aware of the 
reasons for delay. I entirely sym- 
pathize with the anxiety to purge 
the Americas of their last vestige 
of Nazism. But I think that, un- 
der half a dosen solemn pan- 
American treaties to which we are 
a party, this is a multilateral de- 
cision which should, always be 
made by all of us jointly and not 
influenced or dictated by us alone. 


hold the Pan-American confer- 
ence which we promised in 1945, 
and there to formally renew the 
joint New World authority 
which is the genius of our New 
World unity. There is too much 
evidence that we are drifting 
apart—and that a Communistic 
upsurgé is moving in. We face 
no greater need then to restore 
the warmth of New World unit 
which reached an all-time hig 
at San Francisco. 


I devote a few parting sentences 
to the Far East where Gen. Mac- 
Arthur is doing so magnificent a 
job in Tokyo that our daily head- 
lines scarcely remind us that we 


are successfully liquidating the 
greatest, single, postwar task 
which fell to our primary responsi- 
bility; and where the young Phil- 
ippine republic arises as a monu- 
ment not only to its own vigorous 
self-development but also to our 
steadfast, anti-imperialistic Amer- 
ican liberalism which defiés suc- 
cessful libel either at home or 
abroad. But it is particularly 
China to which I dedicate this 
paragraph. 5 
Views on China. 

Here lies a vast and friendly 
republic, rich in wisdom, equally 
rich in its democratic promise for 
tomorrow, and historically fixed 
in the orbit of our good-will. 
Since 1911, when Dr. Sun Yat-sen 
gave China her new vision, she 
has been struggling, against bit- 
ter odds, toward the light of a 
new day. While recognizing the 
Nationalist Government of Chi- 
ang Kai-shek, we have—through a 
year’s mission headed by our dis- 
tinguished Gen. Marshall — been 
impartially urging that it produce 
unity with a rival armed party, 
the Chinese Communists, Under 
the determined leadership of Chi- 
ang Kai-shek, a National Assem- 
bly has just produced a new con- 
stitution and the Government is 
being reorganized with a coalition 
of non-Communist parties. We can 
hope that this Nanking charter, 
with its first, great national elec- 


tion promised before next Christ- 
mas, will weld together a strong 
and competent China.

My fellow citizens, we face a 
new year in world affairs with 


many gnawing problems still un 
solved all round this turbulent 
globe. I have touched only a few 
which have special significance 
in respect to the topic of the 
evening. Peace is more difficult 
to win than was the war. Even 
we ourselves cannot yet claim 
convalescence. It is not strange 
if other lands, torn asunder by 
physical destruction, desperately 
rocked by disintegration, per- 
haps still ridden with al 
troops and tnwelcome overlords, 
perhaps unable to re-ereet their 
family shrines, reunite with 
families or even find decent 
Subsistence for their families; 
perhaps — to resist the sub- 
versive invasion of alien tyranny 
and terrorism; it is not strange 
if other lands are prey to a rest- 
lesaness which stalks the earth 
and offers sanctuary to creeds of 
deliberate chaos and confusion. 
There is nothing but pertl—for 
the United States of America— 
in neglecting our vigilant atten 
tion to these ugly facts. 


On the other hand, we have 
a right to cheer ourselves with 
some very real encouragements. 
The greatest of these—and I end 
as I began—is the luminous fact 
that 65 nations are committed 
by solemn covenant to help each 
other keep the peace, to substi- 
tute law for force, and to 
strive toward the uplift and de 
fense of human rights and jus 
tice and fundamental freedoma. 
The world has far to go before 
this pledge is a reliable reality. 
But the United Nations has 
raised this standard to which 
men of good-will in every clime 
and under every flag can repair;

SERVICE BETWEEN 
ST. LOUIS, CHICAGO

Mobile radio-telephone service 
between St. Louis and Chicago 


will begin tomorrow, making it 
possible to telephone vehicles mov- 
ing on Highway 66 between the 
two cities and boats plying the 
Mississippi and Illinois Rivers. 

This will mark the first time 
two major cities in the United 
States have been joined by “tele- 
phone-on-wheels” service. St. Louis 
last summer became the first city 
in the country to receive urban 
radio-telephone service, its equip- 
ment serving an area about 75 
miles in diameter. 

The St. Louis-Chicago service 
will employ a fixed transmitter 
operated by the Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. atop the telephone 
building here, and fixed transmit- 
ters operated by the Illinois Bell 
Telephone Co. at Chicago, Ottawa, 
Peoria and Springfield. Each sta- 
tion, with power of 250 watts, will 
have a transmission radius of 
about 50 miles. j 

In making a call from a vehicle 
equipped with a 30-watt transmit- 
ter, the driver lifts a receiver in 
his machine and gives the mobile 
service operator the number de- 
sired. His voice travels by radio 
to the nearest receiver, one of a 
number spaced along the route, 
and then by way of regular tele- 
phone lines, 

A person using a land telephone 
gives the vehicle number to the 
operator, who signals the driver 
by causing a bell to ring and a 
light to go on in the moving ma- 
chine,

HIRED FIRM TO GET QUICK 
ACTION, SAYS FR. HOLLORAN 


St. Louis U. Head’s Letter to Master Build- 
ers Told of Disappointing Experi- 
ences With Reputable Concerns. 


The Very Rev. Patrick J. Hollo- 
ran, S. J., president of St. Louis 
University, in a letter written last 
September and not made public 
hitherto, told of disappointing ex- 
periences in the university's deal- 
ings with reputable construction 
firms and public officials, in the 
effort to provide room for its 
greatly increased student body. 
These experiences, he said, drove 
him, in the interest of necessary 
haste, to contract with the Amer- 
ican Construction Co. for the 
classroom building at West Pine 
boulevard and Spring avenue, 

In the letter, addressed to R. L. 
Murphy, secretary-manager of the 
Master Builders’ Association of St. 
Louis, Father Holloran said the 
builders’ organization had let one 
element of the building business 
get so far out of line that the 
whole community was suffering 
for it. He expressed some doubt 
as to whether the Master Build- 
ers had been faithful to the com- 
munity’s interests, and asked 
whether it costs “1600 per cent 
more” than formerly to build a 
dwelling or a business edifice. 

Murphy's letter to Father Hollo- 
ran, dated last Sept. 13, was pub- 
lished recently. In it, he called 
attention of the university presi- 
dent to excessive overtime, over- 
manning, inefficiency and reported 
sleeping and loafing on the class- 
room building job. Two months 
later the university fired the con- 
tracting firm, operated by two 
former house wreckers and two 
Egan gangsters. 

Effort to Increase Space. 

The university president re- 
plied to Murphy's letter Sept. 15. 
He told of the problem presented 
to the university ag early as Jan- 
uary, 1945, by the prospect that 
the enrollment of September, 1946, 
would be the largest it had ever 
had. He told of the employing of 
additional instructors, and of 
efforts to increase dormitory and 
classroom space. 

Father Holloran said he sought 
to rent some of the 34 vacant 
rooms in the Armary at 3676 Mar- 
ket street, and that the Governor 
(Phil M. Donnelly) and the Mayor 
were in 
favor of granting temporary use 
of the rooms, but that the chair- 
man of the Armory Board blocked 
the plan. 


on West Pine, as the Telegra- 
phers expected their new building 
at Lindell boulevard and Vande- 
venter avenue to be completed in 
time to occupy by September, 
1945. Instead, Father FHolloran 
wro progress on the building 
had been so slow that the Uni- 
versity was not likely to get into 
the West Pine building before 
September, 1947.

There 
was no Constitutional bar to se- 
crecy when the Democrats were 
in the majority, but the new Con- 
stitution, adopted in February 
1945, contained the prohibition. 
Some Senators desire the rule 
for complete secret control of 
legislation by committees for one 
of two reasons. They either want 
to protect the interests of lobby- 
-ists who can control legislation 
only in the darkness of a secret 
committee, or through political 
-cow.rdice fear to let pressure 
groups or organized groups of 
citizens know how they voted. 
Lobbyists cannot operate success- 
fully in the open. Senators some- 
times suffer politically from the 
opposition of so-called pressure 
groups. 
Secrecy Aids Duplicity. 

It is not unusual for some legis- 
lators to masquerade as “friends 
of the people” and at the same 
time play the game as an “enemies 
of the people” in the secret com- 
mittee. With every committee 
member pledged to secrecy as to 
committee proceedings the dema- 
gogues can play the double game 
with impunity. 

There is no particular reason for 
knowledge of committee votes on 
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bills which are reported favor- 
ably, as then they come openly 
before the Senate where the vot- 
ing is in public. It is on those 
bills which are killed in commit- 
tee that knowledge of committee 
voting is of importance. A bill 
is as dead when it is killed by a 
committee secretly as when it is 
killed openly on the floor. 
It is possible, of course, for a 
bill to be placed on the calendar 
for consideration notwithstanding 
an adverse report by a committee, 
but that almost is never done in 
the Senate. To do it requires the 
votes of a majority of the 34 
elected Senators, and it is con- 
sidered quite impolite and a vio- 
lation of the unwritten rule of 
Senatorial courtesy to go over the 
head of a committee. 
Issue Up Two Years Ago. 

The same issue came before 
the Senate two years ago when 
the Rules Committee took the 
same position it has taken this 
year. Then Senator Edward J. 
Hogan Jr., of St. Louis sought to 
amend the rules to require a re- 
port of the yeas and nays on all 
votes on all questions in a c6mmit- 
tee.

Taken Over. 


An order for a complete valu- 
ation of Laclede Gas Light Co., 
for rate-making purposes, is ex- 
pected to be issued by the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission, 
following the proposed absorption 
of St. uis County Gas Co. by 
Laciede. 

The Post-Dispatch learned here 
yestefday that the commission 
had this step under contempla- 
tion. With the acquisition of the 
county utility pending, there 
would be no point to ordering the 
valuation now, since many phases 
of the regulatory process may be 
affected by the merger. 

Opponents of the merger, in 
the county, already have raised 
the question of the effect it would 
have on gas rates. Their attitude, 
together with problems naturally 
coming up in connection with this 
deal, plus those which will de- 
velop under the prospective con- 
version of the supply from mixed 
natural and manufactured gas to 
straight natural gas, would have 
made a new valuation virtually 
inevitable. 

Single Schedule for Area. 

Officers of Laclede have told 
the Post-Dispatch that they in- 
tended, following complete inte- 
gration of the city and county gas 
systems, to set up a single rate 
schedule for the entire territory. 
In their opinion, however, it 
would be legal to have some sort 
of zone system of rates, but this 
is not being considered.

Of course, 
I would prefer to live my own 
life.” 

Asked if he considered the job 
more challenging than his war- 
time duties as Army Chief of 
Staff, he replied: 

“In one respect I consider it 
more challenging. You see, I was 
a soldier. Now I am entering a 
new field. The war was difficult, 
but that was my business—my 
profession, I had worked at it all 
my life.” 

Marshall, who has been resting 
here. with Mrs, Marshall since he 
flew in from China Wednesday 
night, said he did not know when 
he would leave for Washington, 
remarking, “I am very much in 
need of rest.” 

Referring to Chinese affairs, he 
said there was no evidence that 
the Chinese Communists were sup- 
ported by Russia. 

Asked if he preferred being a 
soldier or diplomat, Marshall 
stretched in his civilian garb of 
gray trousers and blue coat and 
said, “I’ve reached the point where 
I don’t want to be either.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11—A spe- 
cial Navy review board reported 
today that while genera] court- 
martial sentences “originally im- 
posed were often severe and in 
some cases excessive” they were 
substantially fair by the time vari- 
ous routine clemency actions were 
taken. 

The board, assisted by a staff of 
15 civilian lawyers, examined the 
cases Of 2115 men, the number 
still in confinement last year as a 
result of conviction by general 
courts-martial before the end of 
the war with Japan. Convictions 
by lesser Navy courts were not 
reviewed. 

The board recommended to the 
Secretary of the Navy that no 
change be made in the sentences 
imposed in 1170 cases, or 55 per 
cent of the total. It recommended 
further that in 593 cases, or 29 per 
cent, the prisoner be restored to 
duty; that in 24 cases, or 1 per 
cent, the prisoner be released from 
confinement, and that in 328 cases, 
or 15 per cent, the sentences be 
reduced. All but 25 of the recom- 
mendations were approved and 
put into effect. 

Sentences in Desertion Cases. 

The board made note of the fact 
that in desertion cases, in which 
a death sentence may be imposed, 
the average sentence was compar- 
atively light. Of 876 of these cases 
the average sentence was 3.8 years 
after review by the naval authori- 
ties and 3.4 years after review by 
the board. 

Of prisoners in this group of 
cases, the board recommended no 
further action for 52 per cent, 
restoration to duty for 20 per cent 
and reduction in sentence for 28 
per cent. 

The Navy said that the board 
considered not only the offenses 
as such but the mitigating or ag- 
gravating circumstances, includ- 
ing the length and type of the 
prisoner's naval service, his civil- 
ian background and disciplinary 
record and his meritorious service 
in combat, if any.

Negotiations of ‘Big 4’ After World 
War I—185 Discussions Listed.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (INS)— 
The State Department made pub- 
lic tonight the 27-year-old secret 
record of the negotiations by 
which the “Big Four” of World 
War I attempted to chart the 
peace. 1 

Newly published are two 1 
page volumes of official reports on 
the 1919 behind-the-scenes discus- 
sions among President Wilson, and 
the British, French and Italian 
Premiers—David Lloyd George, 
Georges Clemenceau and Vittorio 
Orlando, 

Other sources have given a fair- 
ly complete account of the four- 
power clashes and manipulations, 
but the full record is now released 
for the first time. 

President Wilson felt that the 
“Big Four” talks should be regard- 
ed as private conversations. This 
view was opposed by the French, 
British and Italians, although they 
agreed to keep the records secret.

Clemenceau declared that:

| Wilson’s speech, he felt we were 
|embarking on a most hazardous 

enterprise, but with a very noble 
purpose.

old order which had led in the 
| past to conflicts and finally to the 
[recent war which had been the 
i greatest and most horrible of all. 

“It was not possible to change 
ithe whole policy of the world at 
one stroke.”

Lioyd George expressed fear of 
the Slavs in general.

Documents Show Britain Opposed 
United States of Europe. 


LONDON, Jan. 11 (AP)—Docu 
ments which until now have been 
in the secret files of the foreign 
office disclose that Great Britain 
was decidedly cool toward crea- 
tion of United States of Europe, 
proposed in 1930 by French 
Foreign Minister Aristide Briand. 


Braind took the leadership in 
an ill-fated effort to create an 
association of European nations 
similar to that now championed by 
Winston Churchill. 

Briand's dream came to nothing, 
partly because of strong opposi- 
tion within Germany where the 
Nazi tide was rising, and perhaps 
partly because of the reluctance 
of Great Britain to get into or 
approve such an association. 

The story of the failure of the 
Briand plan is contained in a vol- 
ume of official foreign office 
documents, covering the years 
1929 tu 1931, published by the gov- 
ernment this week. Other volumes 
will follow. 

British diplomats at conti- 
nental posts in 1930 informed 
the foreign office of difficulties 
obstructing the Briand plan. 
Italy was disinterested. Hun- 
gary disapproved. Austria thought 
Briand was moving too fast, 
Belgium was suspicious, Spain 
was looking overseas, mostly 
toward South America.

“Unfortunately, my party is com- 
mitted to the Belfour Declara- 
tion,” Edwards said in an inter- 
view. But Britain's promise to the 
Jews was made 30 years ago, and 
changed conditions must be faced. 
The Jews have chosen to resort to 
force, and therefore cannot com- 
plain if force in retaliation is used 
against them. 

Jam inclined to believe the 
Jews and Arabs will never sit 
down side by side as brethren. 
There will be eternal strife in 
Palestine, and a force strong 
enough to keep peace must be 
maintained there. I think the 
United Nations is the body to 
maintain peace.” 

He expressed the opinion that, 
historically speaking, the Jews 
have “a very poor case” in Pal- 
estine, which he said has béen 
occupied by the Arabs much long- 
er than the Jews.

WASHINGTON. Jan. 11 (AP)— 
John L. Lewis and the United 
Mine “Workers told the Supreme 
Court today that “public hysteria 
and political expedience” led to 
their contempt convictions and 
$3,510,000 fines in the soft coal 
strike. 

Both the union and the Govern- 
ment filed briefs outlining argu- 
ments they are to present orally 
Tuesday. 

In the briefs, Lewis’s counsel 
asked the Supreme Court to can- 
cel the contempt findings as well 
as the fines. Attorney General 
W argued they should be up- 
hel 

The case grew out of the Justice 
Department’s attempt, by obtain- 
ing a restraining order from 
United States District Judge T. 
Alan Goldsborough, to bar the 
miners from walking out of the 
federally-seized pits last Novem- 
ber, 

Lewis ignored the order and the 
miners walked out. 
Judge Goldsborough fined Lewis 
$10,000 and the union $3,500,000 for. 
contempt. Dec. 7, three days after 
the fines were imposed, Lewis or- 
dered the men back to work.

The union’s brief said Judge 
Goldsborough had “disregarded 
completely the plain, unequivocal

SEATTLE, Jan. 11 (AP)—A 
balf-mile stream of red-hot lava 
Was described today in the first 
eyewitness account of this week's 
eruptions of Akutan and Shishal- 
Ain volcanoes, 100 miles apart, in 
the Aleutian islands. 

Lt. P. T. Kissling of Black 
Mouth, S. C., piloted a long range 
Patrol Privateer plane on an 1800- 
Mile flight from Kodiak, from 
which J. C. Betterton, chief pho- 
tographer's mate, of Sparta, Tenn., 
Photographed the spectacles. 
Flight conditions were bad, but 
Lt. Kissling reported: 

“Arriving over Akutan peak at 
dawn, the mountain presented a 
fare sight, in that visibility was 
unlimited in the area, permitting 
eruptions to be observed in detail. 
They (eruptions) were confined to 
a newly-formed cone about 300 
feet high within the larger crater 
of Akutan peak which is three 
miles in diameter. 

A red stream of molten lava 


opening on the south side of Shi- 
shaldin’s cone, and were being 
carried northward, obscuring the 
view of that side of the peak. 

Shishaldin’s activity, at the time, 
was of less intensity than had 
been reported by Frank Bell, post- 
master at False Pass. That vil- 
lage, about 30 miles east of the 
peak, has a blanket several inches 
deep of cinders and ash.

Another moral can be found in 
a recent book by Sir Samuel 
Hoare, a former British secret 
service chief, on the German in- 
telligence efforts in the war, or 
in the report of the Royal Com- 
mission on the Canadian spy case. 
Both the Germans during the war, 
and the Russians now, have used 
duplicating and competing intel- 
ligence: nets. The German nets 
constantly showed each other up, 
and as the Canadian report makes 
clear, the Russian military intel- 
ligence net and the N.K.V.D. net 
are always getting into each oth- 
ers’ false whiskers. 


A third moral is available from 
the American experience during 
the war. Because competing in- 
telligence systems consistently 
clasped the information which 
they collected to their respective 


bosoms, valuable information re- 


peatedly failed to reach the place 
where it would do the most good. 

It is with these three morals in 
mind that a bill has now been 
drawn up and is presently being 
studied by the President’s legal 
aid, Clark Clifford. The bill pro- 
poses an American intelligence 
system which ig permanent. and 
professional, in which the entire 
intelligence effort is responsive to 


one authority, and which will end 


the. compartmentalization which 
has in the past proved disastrous.

The British model will not be 
slavishly imitated. Indeed, it can- 
not be, British S. I. S. is able to 
operate independently because it 
has important investments in a 
number of British industries, and 
it can thus operate on a secret 
income. Since ths United States 
Treasury is unlikely to buy the 
American organization a control- 
ling interest in Standard Oil, 
some other way to conceal the 
intelligence budget must be found. 
Again there.is no intention of al- 
lowing the American organization 
the same independence and power 
which the British enjoy and occa- 
sionally abuse, 


Control of Organization. 


The American organization will 
be firmly under the control, ‘not 
only of the Presidént, but of the 
Departments of State, War and 
Navy. 

Yet, with thig qualification, it 
is recognized that the British cen- 
tralization of authority in large 
part accounts for the effective- 
ness of their intelligence work. If 
a British military, naval or air 
attache attempts to invade the 
field of secret intelligence to set 
up a net of his own, he is imme- 
diately and smartly slapped down. 
A similar recognition of authority 
is essential for an effective Ameri- 
can secret service. 


It will not be achieved without 
a struggle. In the recent House 
military affairs report, written by 
a former G-2 colonel, G-2 has al- 
ready joined battle. When the 
proposed legislation comes up be- 
fore the House, G-2 can be ex- 
pected to bring up its heaviest

RUSSIAN WOULD 
INTERNATIONALE 
PANAMA. CANAL 


New Times Writer Says 
It and Suez Waterway 
Should Be Freed of 


National Control. 


By EDDY GILMORE 
MOSCOW, Jan. 11 (AP)—Inter- 
nationalization of the Panama and 
Suez canals was advocated yes- 
terdy by the New Times, weekly 
Soviet foreign affairs publication. 


“Many states are interested in 
the Suez and Panama canals,” 
said the writer, K. Serezhin, in re- 
viewing a book by a French 
author, Andre Siegfried, on this 
topic, “Speaking of the so-called 
‘equal opportunities’ principle, 
here is just the case in which it 
should be applied.” 
Declaring the two canals have 
become “instruments in the strug- 
gle of the Anglo-Saxon bloc for 
a dominant role in the world,” 
Serezhin said “the urgent interests 
of all peoples require their inter- 
nationalization.” 
He drew a distinction, however, 
between these canals and such in- 
ternational -waterways as the 
Black Sea straits and the Danube 
river, saying the latter were of 
vital significance only for the 
countries located in their immedi- 
ate proximity. 
Called World Routes. 

“The Suez and Panama canals, 
in distinction from the Danube 
or Black Sea straits, for example, 
in their geographical location and 
character always have been and 
are genuinely international routes 
serving all countries and peoples 
scattered throughout various parts 
of the world.” 
(Turkey, backed by the United 
States and Britain, has declined 
a Soviet request for a role in the 
“defense” of the Dardanelles, 
gateway between the Black Sea 
and the Mediterranean. A compro- 
mise was achieved at the four- 
power Foreign Ministers meeting 
in New York last fall on the 
United States and British demand 
for free navigation of the Dan- 
ube.) 
“Digging the great canals. facili- 
tated the development of world 
transport of the international eco- 
nomic society,” Serezhin wrote, 
“but, built in the epoch of im- 
perialism, they bear the stamp 
of the struggle and contradictions 
between imperialist states which 
have turned them into an instru- 
ment of narrow aims, an instru- 
ment of military and economic 
pressure on other countries. 

Reports Protest Movement. 

“Against this state of affairs, 
a powerful protest movement is 
arising, primarily in those coun- 
tries which lost their independence 
as a result of the domination of 
the great imperialist powers over 
Suez and Panama.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP)— 
The number of war veterans ex- 
ceeded 18,000,000 for the first time 
in history at the end of 1946, the 
Veterans’ Administration reported 
yesterday. 

The number of World War II 
veterans increased by 158,000 in 
December to a total of 14,117,000, 
The November increase was 215,- 
000. Deaths continued to thin the 
ranks of the veterans of other 
wars at the rate of 5000 a month, 
to bring their total to 3,941,000 at 
the year’s end.

A 
quarter of an hour later he was 
tearfully admitting that he had 
thought the whole thing up on a 
sleepless night. He had no other 
regular source of income, and the 
tips came in handy.

Another moral can be found in 
a recent book by Sir Samuel 
Hoare, a former British secret 
service chief, on the German in- 
telligence efforts in the war, or 
in the report of the Royal Com- 
mission on the Canadian spy case. 
Both the Germans during the war, 
and the Russians now, have used 
duplicating and competing intel- 
ligence nets. The German nets 
constantly showed each: other up, 
and as the Canadian report makes 
clear, the Russian military intel- 
ligence net and the N.K.V.D. net 
are always getting into each oth- 
ers’ false whiskers. 


A third moral is available from 
the American experience during 
Because competing in- 
systems consistently

It is with these three morals in 
mind that a bill has now been 
drawn up and is presently being 
studied by the President's legal 
aid, Clark Clifford.

The British model will not be 
slavishly imitated. Indeed, it can- 
not be, British S. I. S. is. able to 
operate independently because it 
has important investments in a 
number of British industries, and 
it can thus operate on a secret 
income. Since the United States 
Treasury is unlikely to buy the 
American organization a control- 
ling interest in Standard Oil, 
some other way to conceal the 
intelligence budget must be found. 
Again there is no intention of al- 
lowing the American organization 
the same independence and power 
which the British enjoy and occa- 
sionally abuse, 


Control of Organization. 


The American organization will 
be firmly under the control, not 
only of the President, but of the 
Departments of State, War and 
Navy. 

Yet, with this qualification, it 
is recognized that the British cen- 
tralization of authority in large 
part accounts for the effective- 
ness of their intelligence work. If 
a British military, maval or air 
attache attempts to invade the 
field of secret intelligence to set 
up a net of his own, he is imme- 
diately and smartly slapped down.

It will not be achieved without 
a struggle. In the recent House 
military affairs report, written by 
a former G-2 colonel, G-2 has al- 
ready joined battle.

CASES IN MISSOURI IN 1946

The National Foundation an- 
nounced today that Jasper, with 
10 cases, was among cities ‘which 
showed a high incidence for the 
disease in the last three weeks of 
1946, 


18,000,000 WAR VETERANS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP)— 
The number of war veterans ex- 
ceeded 18,000,000 for the first time 
in history at the end of 1946, the 
Veterans’ Administration reported 
yesterday. 

The number of World War II 
veterans increased by 158,000 in 
December to a total of 14,117,000. 
The November increase was 215,- 
000. Deaths continued to thin the 
ranks of the veterans of other 
wars at the rate of 5000 a month, 
to bring their total to 3,941,000 at 
the year’s end.

quept threat to national pros- 
perity is seen, however, if build- 
ing costs continue to rise. ‘Such 
curtailment,” says the Forum 
“would appear first in industrial 
classifications, where projects are 
big and closely related to long- 
term economic’ considerations.”

Chief cost control valves are 
wholesale material prices and site 
labor costs. Already, combined in- 
creases in these components have 
pushed costs on a typical six-room 
house up 52 per cent since 1939. 

Wholesale material prices, up 50 
per cent over 1939 at the begin- 
ning of November, are expected 
to rise sharply, perhaps 10 per 
cent, and drop back the same 
amount in ,the first quarter of 
1947. This assumes a continuance 
of the pattern established by most 
consumer goods, which generally 
react more quickly than building 
materials. 

The supply of building labor, no 
great problem in 1946, is feared 
as a potential 1947 bottleneck by 
industry observers. If this fear is 
realized, site labor costs will in- 
crease. Government and labor 
leaders, however, feel that the 
market will be relatively stable, 


with the supply of new or un- 


tapped labor sufficient to handle 
building’s boom year.

Gen. George C. Marshall Takes Up Task as Secretary of 


State With an International Reputation for Selfless, 


Efficient Service Under Formidable 


Will Be Discussed as 1948 


Circumstances; 
Presidential Candidate.

ENERAL OF THE ARMY GEORGE C. MARSHALL, the nation’s No. 1 
soldier and the organizer of military victory, has become, by presidential 
nomination and senatorial confirmation this week, the No. 2 man in the 


Government as Secretary of State. 
Staff would become President. 

Superlatives seem the only apt words to 
describe this self-effacing military leader 
who is not a militarist. From his college 
days at Virginia Military Institute, where 
he was an all-Southern tackle, to his eleva- 
tion to the next highest office in the Re- 
public, he was destined to be a hero. Now 
he has the assignment of laying the foun- 
dations for the world peace which was large- 
ly made possible by his wartime services. 
His career is without parallei in American 
history. The nearest analogy in British 
Government was the premiership of the 
Duke of Wellington from 1828-30. The 
American General, however, is more in 
step with the times than was the autoczatic | 
“Iron Duke.” 

For his next task his assets are his tried 
capacities in another field and an interna- 
tional reputation for selfless, efficient pub- 
lic service under formidable circumstances. 
His liabilities are his limited experience in 
diplomacy and the short time at his dis- 
posal. 

An unknown quantity is whether a man 
of his age, 66 years, can stand the rigors 
of the interminable international confer- 
ences and the persistent strain of admin- 
istering an ever-enlarging State Depart- 
ment. 

His predecessor, James F. Byrnes, was 
a few months older when he became Secre- 
tary of State in 1945. Ill health forced his 
resignation. General Marshall, however, 
has a more rugged physique, is a more 
careful guardian of his time and is en- 
dowed with greater serenity of mind. These 
attributes may enable him to surmount the 
Fals of a Secretary of State, who, in the 
absence of a Vice President, must be pre- 
pared to take over the Presidency should 
a Vacancy occur. 


General Has Refused 
To Discuss His Politics. 


Inevitably General Marshall will be dis- 
cussed as a 1948 Democratic presidential 
candidate. It is conceivable that he would 
become one in the unlikely event President 
Truman declared he would not accept the 
nomination. 

In the past the new Secretary has refused 
to discuss his political affiliations, explain- 
ing that he was a soldier. His father was 
one of the few Democrats in Uniontown, Pa., 
the General's birthplace, and during a Re- 
publican administration was unable to get 
an appointment to West Point for his son 
George, who was determined to be a soldier. 
That is the reason the future Chief of Staff 
went to VMI. The fact that he was not a 
West Pointer may explain why it took him 
32 years to reach the permanent rank of 
colonel. 

The new Secretary generally will carry on 
the Roosevelt-Truman-Byrnes foreign policy, 
including bi-partisan collaboration. As Chief 
of Staff he participated in all the top inter- 
national conferences, beginning with the At- 
lantic Charter meeting between Roosevelt 
and Churchill in August 1941, and ending 
with the Big Three meeting in Potsdam in 
1945. He knows Stalin, Molotov and the 
other Russian political and military leaders 
as well as the British, French and Chinese 
chiefs of state and their advisers. 


His recent blunt statement on the Chinese 
situation shows that he is willing to compro- 
‘mise but is no appeaser. His endeavors 
over 13 months to bring about peace be- 
tween the nationalist and Communist groups 
demonstrated he has the patience and tact 
needed in dealing with the Kremlin. 

His very self-effacement implies that he 
knows his own powers. He instructed the ; 
War Department Public Relations division 
on Dec. 7, 1941, that it could glorify ai) 
other officers, but it must not publicize him. 
Nevertheless he became one of the most 
widely known figures of World War II, be- 
cause of his frank off-the-record talks with 
newspapermen, his appearance before Con- 
gressional Committees, his rare public state- 
ments and his lucid bi-ennial reports as 
chief of staff. 

Mrs. Marshall, whom he married in 1931, 
three years after the death of his first 
wife, Elizabeth Carter Coles of St. Louis, 
a VMI sweetheart, gives this intimate view 


Should fate so decree, the former Chief of 


of the General in her book, Together; the 
Annals of an Army Wife”: | 

“In many of the articles and interviews 
I have read about General Marshall the 
writers speak about his retiring nature 
and his modesty. Those writers hav never 
seen him aroused. It is like a bolt of 
lightning out of. the blue. His withering 


vocabulary and the cold steel of his eyes 


would sear the soul of a man whose failure 
deserved censure. No, I don’t think I 
would call my husband retiring or overly 
modest. i think he is weli aware of his 
powers, but I also think this knowledge is 
tempered by a sense of humility and self- 
lessness such as I have seen in few strong 
men.“ 


General Tells Wife 
„Sentiment Is for Others.“ 


This is a side of a man carefully hidden 
from the public. At another point in the 
book, Mrs. Marshall reports why: 

“He wculd say, ‘I cannot afford the lux- 
ury of sentiment, mine must be cold logic. 
Sentiment is for others. I cannot allow 
myself to get mad, that would be fatal, it 


is too exhausting. My brain must be kept 


clear. I cannot afford to appear tired, for 
I-recall in the first world war that General 
Pershing, after 4 long inspection trip, 
leaned back in the car to rest as we drove 
back to his quarters in Chaumont and those 
who saw him took his attitude for discour- 
agement. From that small incident the 
rumor spread that things were going very 
badly.’ ” „ 

To the public, despite his southern 
courtliness and charm, the General is 
Olympian. He lacks the warmth and the 
genuine geniality of Eisenhower and the 
colorful dramaties of Pershing and Mac- 
Arthur. He guards his privacy and has 
no intimates except his family. 

Slightly over six feet in height, he ap- 
pears taller. He weighs about 180 pounds 
and is careful of his waistline. He is one 
of the few military men who is as impos- 
ing in civilian clothes as in uniform, which, 
incidentally, he wears with the minimum 
of decorations. When he was named Chief 
of Staff on Sept. 1, 1989, his hair was 
sandy hued despite his sixty years. Today 
it is grey, and always looks recently cuit. 

His hard-muscled physique is the result 
of a long life of exercise. His favorite recre- 
ations are horseback riding—he would like 
to do two hours a day—surf fishing and 
canoeing. In his earlier days he was 2 
sharp tennis and pingpong player. He is 
only fair at bridge, probably because he 
doesn’t care much for the game. His pres- 
ent hobby is his pre-revolutionary farm, 
Dodona Manor, at Leesburg, Va., where he 


can prune his trees and tend his gardens |.

Are Made Early in the Day. | 

While Chief of Staff he arose between 
5:30 and 6:45 a.m. and was at his nearby 
office before 7:30, where he personally 
opened his mail. Whenever possible he re- 
turned home for a. light lunch with Mrs. 
Marshall and a 15-minute nap. This break 
in the routine, he said, restored his vitality 
Although he usually worked after 8 p.m. 80 
he could retire around 9, he reserved the 
end of the day for less important decisions. 

No man,” he once said, has an original 
idea after 3 p.m.” 

He is primarily an administrator and staff 
man. He delegates authority but retains 
the responsibility.

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Automobile Industry 
Is Not Producing Cars 
Priced for Mass Buyer 


for Retarded Production. 


Seller's Market Will Absorb Output of Near Future, but 
Indications Are That Many Customers Are Buying Out 
of Dwindling Reserves; Steel Shortages a Main Reason 


HE automobile industry is out of 


pleted. by rising living costs. No 


pricing themselves out of the market. 

The machinery of production, while run- 
ning more smoothly, still is not hitting on 
all cylinders, Material shortages offer con- 
stant difficulties. Higher costs, lower pro- 
ductivity, repercussions of past strikes and 
fear of future ones, contribute to an un- 
settled condition that has kept the industry 
lagging behind schedule. 

Apparently it is just beginning to hit its 
stride, 17 months after the war. The pent- 
up postwar demand has produced all the 
familiar characteristics of a seller’s market. 

Whether the lagging supply will catch up 
in 1947 is a matter of speculation within 
the automotive industry. Meanwhile, the 
“cheap car” selling for $1000 or less has 
disappeared and many of the customers who 
are buying at the higher prices are doing 
so out of dwindling reserves. 

Passenger car production during 1946 
was 2,149,539 according to the Automotive 
News, as compared with 3,755,000 in 
1941. Even the most optimistic doubt that 
it will reach the industry’s 6,000,000 car 
capacity—a mark it has never attained— 
during 1947. Weil informed opinion in the 
industry placed probable 1947 output at 
about 4,000,000 passenger cars. That esti- 
mate, like all other production prophecies, 
is predicated on numerous “ifs,” tied up 


‘| with supplies, labor and productivity. 


At the heart of the production problem 
now is a shortage of light flat steel, essen- 
tial to the manufacture of fenders, hoods, 
and certain other parts of automobiles. 
During the war there was scant military 
use for it. Production was cut 80 per cent. 
Some hand rolling mills deteriorated, others 
went out of existence, 


Government Priorities 


Divert Much Production. 


The nation’s sheet steel production in 
1946, a survey by a major motor company 
indicated, was between 70 and 75 per cent 
of pre-war production. The automobile in- 
dustry requires 23 per cent. It is getting 
about 14. Government priorities, diverting 
a quarter of the curtailed total production, 
have allocated steel to many who never 
before did business with the mills. Much 
has gone to veterans who have opened small 
businesses. The housing program absorbed 
286,000 tons the first quarter of 1946. 


The automobile industry would require 
5,000,000 tons of this type of steel a year, 
it was pointed out, to turn out 5,000,000 
cars. Also it needs other varieties of steel. 
It was estimated in a report compiled by 
Business Week that to reach a goal of six 
and a half million cars and trucks the in- 
dustry would require eleven and a half mil- 
lion tons of steel. The nation’s accumulated 
steel demands for 1947, it was stated, comes 
to 67 million tons—11 per cent more than 
probable supply. 

To meet this situation the steel industry 
would have to expand. It is reluctant to do 
so, however, because of the economic prob- 
lems of sustaining increased facilities over 
a period of years after this postwar emer- 


gency is over. 

B. E. Hutchinson, chairman of the 
Chrysler finance committee, estimated that 
the steel and coal strikes of last spring 
caused an industry-wide production loss of 
1,200,000 vehicles.

Even if material shortages were to be 
| rectified. overnight the automobile industry

based. That is the problem of productivity. 
volume production is the most important 
single factor in the business. 


Labor today, it is generally conceded, 
costs more and is producing less. The 
American workman has always been the 
highest paid and lowest cost producer in 
the world. Production cost is kept down 
because of his ability to produce in great 
quantities. Management’s pressing problem 
is how to attain increased productivity to 
‘compensate for wage increases. 

Responsibility for lowered production is 
divided. Management generally claims that 
‘labor hasn’t gone back to work since the 
war. Labor retorts, in effect, that it is be- 
ing made the “goat” for delays caused by 
material shortages, managerial policies, and 
other factors which have contributed to pro- 


duction delays.

There are many indications of this. 

While there is little doubt that postwar 
conditions have affected the morale of labor 
it is equally true that many bad shop prac- 
tices were inculcated during the war when 
some concerns had men “three deep”. for 
every operation. Both the quality of labor 
and that of supervision fell far below pre- 
war standards, Wartime “cost-plus” days 
are over but bad work habits sometimes 
linger on. 


Management Often 
Complains of “Slow-downs.” 


Management today frequently complains 
of a “‘slow-down.” The “‘slow-down,” when 
it exists, may be due to a number of causes, 
stemming from a division of responsibility. 

Material shortages are a major cause of 
slow-downs. It is only human nature for a 
worker to take his time if he sees, out of 
one eye, a scanty pile of fenders that would 
be exhausted in a couple of days. He slows 
down because if he proceeded at his normal 
speed he would work himself out of a job 
until more fenders arrived. 

Shortages of material are partly due to 
strikes at suppliers’ plants. General Motors 
alone does business with 13,000 suppliers. 
The strike situation is not at this time a 
major factor but the industry still is affect- 
ed by repercussions of past strikes. 

Despite the difficulties which have been 
mentioned, production in the industry has 
been progressively increasing after a slow 
start. An October output of 283,586 pas- 
senger cars contrasts with 56,367 in Jan- 
uary 1946. General Motors reported that 
during the final quarter of the year it 
produced 386,347 passenger cars or about 
85 per cent of its 1941 average quarterly 
rate. It produced 827,849 cars in 1946, 
about 45 per cent of a 1941 production of 
1,818,481 cars. Only 178 cars were pro- 
duced the first quarter because of the UAW 
strike. Other major manufacturers cure 
rently report accelerated production. About 
6 per cent of cars produced in this country 
are exported. 

Se the auto industry generally is now 
‘over the hump” although most of the 
companies reported astronomical losses“ 
during the first three quarters of 1946, 
some of which may be recovered in certain 
instances through tax rebates, 

But the ordinary citizen is not over the 
hump. He has no immediate prospect of 
buying a family car in the range of the 
average mass income which traditionally 
has furnished the bulk of the market for 
the mass automotive industry. Wage ears 
ers making between $1800 and $3000 a year 
have absorbed, in the past, most of the 
automobiles produced in this country. 


Cheapest Family Car 
Averages Close to $1200. 


Two-thirds of St. Louis families, for in- 
stance, have incomes under $3000 a year, 
The average pay of the American wage earn- 
er was estimated at $45.80 a week in Octo- 
ber, 1946. Yet the cheapest delivered price 
in St. Louis of a new car from the Big Three 
of the industry is more than $1100. A sedan, 
the usual family car, without heater or 
spare tire, averages close to $1200. 

C. E. Wilson president of General Mo- 
tors, stated recently that he didn’t expect 
to see Chevrolets selling for “$500 and 
$600 in my lifetime.” He added that we 
would be lucky“ if the purchasing power of 
our money were to be stabilized where it is, 

Other motor executives and dealers, with 
whom the writer talked, expressed concern 


‘about the price situation and its potentiali- 


ties although they approach the problem 
from different angles. Paul Hoffman, pres- 
ident of the Studebaker Co., was of the 
opinion that while some customers had been 
priced out of the market—notably teach- 
ers and others on fixed salaries—others who 
were never before able to afford new cars 
have entered it. 

Walter Reuther and other labor leaders 
charged bluntly that the automotive indus- 
trialists were promulgating an economy of 
scarcity and skimming the cream of a sell- 
er’s market. 

In any event, the automotive industry is 
not fulfilling its traditional function, the one 
that made it grow—that of providing cheap 


transportation for the masses.

To Remove the Parole Stigma 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I should like to express our apprecia- 
tion for your recent editorial, “Christ- 
mas Amnesty for the Conchies.” It is 
in the best tradition of the Post- 
Dispatch, which has always championed 
civil liberties and minority rights. 

It is most encouraging that President 
Truman has named so eminent a jurist 
and public servant as former Supreme 
Court Justice Owen J. Roberts to the 
chairmanship of the Amnesty Board, 
which is charged with the duty of rec- 
ommending to the President executive 
clemency for men convicted of violating 
the Selective Service Act. 

But at the same time, we must remem- 
ber that by Attorney General Clark’s 
own admission some 300 conscientious 
objectors and Jehovah's Witnesses re- 
mained behind bars on Christmas day. 
Among them was young Iga] Roodenko, 
a Cornell graduate, who is now in the 
eighth month of his hunger strike for 
amnesty at the Sandstone (Minn.) fed- 
eral prison. 

Roodenko is completing the twenty- 
first month of his sentence. He and 
other especially scrupulous objectors 
have steadfastly refused to leave prison 
on parole on the grounds that accept- 
ance of parole is an acknowledgment of 
moral turpitude. Paroled COs, like 
other convicts, are under the supervi- 
sion of probation officers, though super- 
vision of such men is obviously absurd 
and should be stopped at once. 

We earnestly hope that this shameful 
situation will be speedily rectified by 
‘the unconditional release of the impris- 
oned men and restoration of civil rights 
to all. Especially in view of Gen. Mc- 
Narney's Christmas amnesty to 800,000 
Nazis, this action is long overdus.

The old trail of skeletons of meritorious bills, 
done to death behind the screen of committee 
secrecy, winds its disgraceful way back through 
the years. 

Nothing at Jefferson City is better known. 
The lobbyists have worked under this cloak of 
darkness. session. after session, and in its evil 
shelter faithless legislators have voted time and 
again contrary to the interests and wishes of the 
people. 

And what has made it even worse: these same 
two-faced legislators have been able to deny re- 
sponsibility for their perfidy. 

To end this once and for all, the drafters of 


the new Constitution required a record of com- 


mittee votes. The House, finally recognizing the 
will of the people, changed its old practice in 
the last session and made it a rule to announce 
how committees lined up.

Until he declares him- 
self opposed, his constituents have no choice but 
to regard him as a party to shutting out the 
light of day from committee business. 

What about the St. Louis Senators--Kinney, 
Webbe, Horn, Hogan and Napier?

Fortunately, one Senator has done so and he 
has announced that he will offer an amendment 
to the rules tomorrow—the one condition on 
which he did not hold up adoption of the rules 
report last week.

This Senate should obey the State Con- 
stitution. The rule reported by the Rules 
Committee does not comply with the Con- 
stitution. 

No Senate vote in this session will be more 
basic to the people’s welfare than the vote on 
Senator Hawkins’s amendment. The issue could 
not be clearer: . 

Is the State Senate to treat the public’s busi- 
ness in the open as public business? 

Or as a private possession which the Senate 
can knife, strangle, starve or otherwise handle 
as it will behind locked doors?

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Portal · to-Portal Slowdown 

Two items stand out in recent portal-to-portal 
pay news, One is Federal Judge Sullivan’s an- 
nouncement at Chicago that he does not intend 
to try any portal-to-portal suits “until these 
matters are clarified, if they are, by Judge 
Picard.” The other is the refusal of 2000 CIO 
electrical workers in Indianapolis to file a back- 
pay suit. With the latter is coupled the with- 
drawal of such a suit by a local representing 600 
workers in Pittsburgh. 

It is probable that most if not all Federal 
Judges in whose courts these suits are pending 
will follow Judge Sullivan’s example. Judge 
Picard now has the job of determining just how 
much get-ready time of the Mount Clemens pot- 
tery workers (many of whom are on piecework) 
presents a valid claim. In view of the multi- 
plicity of cases filed and the three billions of 
dollars in claims involved, with their potential 
effect on Treasury revenues, it can be taken for 
granted that the Supreme Court will find itself 
called on to refine its precedents. 

As for the refusal of workers to file suits or 
their withdrawal from suits filed, these instances 
obviously do not describe the rule. But they 
show a break. Let the courts make clear just 
how absurd “split second absurdity” élaims are 
(the phrase is Justice Murphy's). Let Congress 
move on the present mess with an amendment 
stating a fair public policy. Then there will be 
far less enthusiasm for pushing suits, many of 
which were filed with little or no basis because 
it looked like the smart thing to do.

Chamber music in St. Louis is undergoing a 
temporary revival.

. The Budget to the Surgeons 

Swollen federal expenditures for years after 
is a price we pay for war. Nevertheless, the ef- 
fort to contract must be made, and President 
Truman’s 3744-billion-dollar budget is not good 
enough. Senator Taft’s goal of 33% billion is 
none too good but perhaps the best that can 
be expected. It certainly is not good enough 
that the President plans no inroads on the co- 
And, by coupling budget 
reduction with an equal tax reduction, the Re- 
publican leadership would provide no debt re- 
tirement, either. 

On paper, Mr. Truman's proposal does “taper 
off“ five billion from the current-year estimate. 
But there is no assurance that next year’s spend- 
ing, like this year’s, will not creep several bil- 
lion above estimates. In all reason, then, Con- 
gress should bring Mr. Truman’s figure down 


at least to Mr. Taft’s—and then resolve to hold 


spending to it. 

It will not be easy. Congress can do nothing 
now about the wage-price inflation reflected in 
the estimate. Neither can it breach contracts 
for interest payments, tax refunds, veterans’ 
benefits, price supports to farmers. Nor can it 
use Representative Taber’s “sledge hammer and 
meat ax.” The question is where the Presi- 
dent’s inquiry into agency requests was not 
searching enough. Congress's difficult duty is 
to cut away fat everywhere it can be found— 
not sparing any grandiose ambitions in- the 
armed services—but to let the vital organs of 
government alone, 

Congress will actually be tempted to feed on 
more fat in the form of pork-barrel projects and 
the like. But, equally, it should reject counter- 
temptations to slash our fiscal ties to interna- 
tional agencies and to sever the already peril- 
ously thin muscle with which we defend little 
business and free enterprise from concentrated 
economic power. Congress’s fiscal surgery, in 
short, is the sovereign test whether the Congress 
has a high and sufficient conception of public 
policy. 

It Congress’s temper is sound, then by all 
means may the surgery prosper beyond Mr. 
Taft's hope. Just as forcefully, however, all 
reason is for Mr. Truman's no-reduction tax pol- 
icy and against the Taft-Knutson policy to cut 
personal income levies 20 per cent, which would 
almost exactly balance what Mr. Taft hopes to 
cut from the budget. Debt reduction, which can 
be only a fair-weather occupation, would be post- 
poned from today’s economic sunshine to a rainy 
day. Such Looking Glass management just does 
not make sense—least of all the professed G. O. P. 
sound-money kind of sense. ' 

Congress should go after every scrap of fat 
provided always that the knife takes only fat. 
But it should also leave taxes where they are, 
so that every economy it makes can be applied 
to pull down the debt. The war is over. Pre- 
cious time has already been wasted instead of 
beginning the long, rigorous ordeal of getting 
the bill off the books.

Unusual? 


Police Capt. Charles N. Rowland says there 
was “nothing unusual” about his two-day delay 
in reporting the Sheriff Dougherty case. Yet he 
has pleaded guilty to charges of neglect of duty. 
The Police Board may resolve this contradiction 
with a verdict tomorrow on Rowland’s plea, but 
will it answer for what is usual and what isn’t 
within our Police Department? 

Admittedly Capt. Rowland failed to arrest 
Dougherty when the Sheriff finally appeared at 
the Deer Street Station, a good nine hours after 
leaving the scene of an accident. Admittedly 
the Captain held up the police report for two 
days, until the whole matter had become a pub- 
lic scandal and the report was pried out of him. 
Dougherty is the Sheriff, of course. Many other 
citizens have not been treated so circumspectly. 

If there’s nothing unusual in the conduct of 
the Dougherty case, then the Police Board should 
shake up more than a few top police officers.

Mr. Roberts’s Lydia 


LYDIA BAILEY, by Kenneth Roberts. (Doub! 
Co., Inc., Garden City, N.Y.) (Doubleday & 


Two almost forgotten facts of our na- 


tion’s history are recalled by this admir- 


able historical novel: the effort of Na- 
poleon to retake the Negro Republic of 
Haiti, in order that he might have a base 
for operations against the Wnited States; 
and the war between America and the pi- 
ratical North African state of Tripoli. 

Mr. Roberts’s hero, a young New Eng- 
land lawyer and farmer named Albion 
Hamlin, after fighting unsuccessfully the 
repressive Alien and Sedition Acts in this 
country, becomes interested in French 
spoliation claims. Romantically, he falls in 
love with a Gilbert Stuart miniature of a 
young lady claimant who is acting as a 
governess in Haiti. 

Off to Haiti he goes, in pursuit of docu- 
ments and the lovely claimant, Lydia 
Bailey. Here he is involved in the French- 
Haitian war, meets the great Toussaint 
YOuverture and a magnificent, friendly 
Negro, King Dick, who works wonders that 
fall just short of the miraculous. He mar- 
ries Lydia and escapes Haiti, only to be 
taken prisoner in the Mediterranean by 
Tripolitanian pirates. He and his wife are 
sent into * slavery.

Their enslavement places them in a pool- 
tion to know intimately the exciting events 
leading up to a peace treaty between Trip- 
oli and the United States. This peace Mr. 
Roberts believes to have been wholly 
shameful to the United States; and unlike 
many historical novelists, he has reached 
this conclusion only after the study of orig- 
inal documents, 

The accuracy of his interpretations must 
be decided by historians. As an historical 
novelist, however, Mr. Roberts is superb. 
There is not much depth of characteriza- 
tion, but certain persons won't soon be for- 
gotten—the magnificent King Dick, the 
scoundrelly Capt. Lee, the cat-like Tobias 
Lear, the lovely Lydia Bailey (who, unlike 
many women, is always right), and the 
acutely logical and courageous Albion 
Hamlin. 

These characters, and the exciting nar- 
rative in which they are involved, make 
Mr. Roberts an historical novelist of the 
first rank. School lists of recommended 
reading might well include his books with 
those of Cooper, who is now somewhat old- 
fashioned for youthful tastes. Few will be 
found to balk at a novel by Kenneth 
Roberts.

AN ENCYCLOPEDIA OF AMERICAN POLITICS, by 
Edward Valentine Mitchell. (Doubleday & Co., Inc., 
Garden City, N. Y.) 


What does OPF stand for—one of the 
Government agencies, perhaps one created 
to lay away the OPA? Guess again. It 
means “Old Public Functionary,” and that 
was the jocular way President James Bu- 
chanan described himself in his State of 
the Union message to Congress just 90 
years ago. Encyclopedist Mitchell has hun- 
dreds of other interesting bits of informa- 
tion in his dictionary of political terms, 
phrases and institutions. 

Beginning with “abjuration” and “aboli- 
tionists,” he runs the alphabet through to 
“XYZ mission” and “youth movements.” 
He includes important texts from Washing- 
ton’s Farewell Address to the UN charter 
and gives the origins of such terms as 
bloody shirt, roorback, muckraker, kitchen 
cabinet, pork barrel, dollar diplomacy, band 
wagon and dark horse. 

“Gilded trap”? That was what the Con- 
stitution was called by detractors before it 
was ratified.

MEMOIRS OF A VOLUNTEER (JOHN BEATTY), /86!-

Co., Inc. New York.) 


TOUCHED WITH FIRE: CIVIL WAR LETTERS AND 
DIARY OF OLIVER WENDELL HOLMES J., les. 
64; edited by Mark DeWolfe Howe. (Harvard Uni- 
versity Press, Cambridge.) 

It is a long time since we have had Civil 
War recollections such as are contained in 
these books of letters, diaries and notes. 
The memoirs of John Beatty, banker-infan- 
tryman of Ohio, are significant because, as 
Lloyd Lewis says in his warm introduction, 
Beatty, like Grant, viewed war and war- 
riors with candor and common sense and 
humor that are undated. Although his he- 
roic role at Chickamauga helped Thomas 
win “The Rock” for a nickname, Beatty's 
only comment when he was promoted to 
general was that B. G. in my case will 
probably stand for Big Goose.” 

The manuscripts of the young Capt. 
Holmes, found a year ago, are a most im- 
portant addition to the biographical mate- 
rials on the late Supreme Court Justice, 
who proudly recorded in Who's Who in 
America: “Wounded in the breast at Ball’s 
Bluff, in the neck at Antietam and in the 
foot at Fredericksburg.” His staccato en- 
tries and notes are filled with the heart- 
ache, fatigue and pain of war, with its heat 
in summer, its wet and cold in winter, with 
quick pictures (“the dead of both sides piled 
5 or 6 feet deep—wounded often writhing 
under dead”) and with longing for things 
like “cold slaw and large-grained hominy.” 

. * — 

Somehow he survived all the “infernal 
nasty times” and finally on July 8, 1864, 
O. W. Holmes Jr. wrote to “Dear Mammy” 
(usually he called her Mother): “Prepare 
for a startler—Unless something unexpect- 
ed happens, I shall probably leave this 
army for home about the 17th! The Regt. 
ceases to exist as a Regt. and the few old 
men not re-enlisted leave to be mustered 
out. Do you think I could get a place for 
my nagur boy if I brought him with me?” 

Both books are genuinely exciting read- 
ing. The Holmes materials are edited by 
one of the jurist’s last secretaries, who pre- 
pared the “Holmes-Pollock Letters” for 
publication. A professor in the Harvard 
Law School, he now is the authorized 
Holmes biographer. The editor of the 
Beatty journal (it appeared in Ohio in a 
small edition in 1879) is a former assistant 
editor of the Field Artillery Journal, 

The illustration reproduced above is one 
of many of battlefield, camp and march 
sketches which Howard W. Willard drew 
for the Beatty book.

Holmes's title comes from his 1884 Memorial 
day address: “Through our great good for- 
tune, in our youth our hearts were touched 
with fire.”

Soil as the Cure-All 


THE SOIL AND HEALTH: A STUDY OF ORGANIC 
AGRICULTURE, by Sir Albert Howard. (The Devin- 
Adair Co., New York.) 

In this provocative book, Sir Albert How- 
ard essays the role of a Jeremiah and 
draws a blueprint of doom. Humanity’s 
plundering instincts, be says, will lead to 
civilization’s extinction by starvation. 

Anyone remotely acquainted with agricul- 
ture knows that soil malpractices during 
the last century have taken great areas out 
of cultivation, but certainly not all of these 
acres are permanently lost. Land unsuited 
for the production of food can be condi- 
tioned to grow forests and grass, and grass 
which has 
reached blight proportions in almost every 
farming community. 

But Sir Albert is one of the world’s out- 
standing soil scientists, and his explora- 
tions have taken him to every part of the 
globe. While his theories are both acclaimed 
and disputed by agricultural experts, no 
one will question his assertion that the 
world in general and America in particu- 
lar has systematically looted the soil. 

He calls attention to a 1937 report of the 
Department of Agriculture, which revealed 
that 253,000,000 acres, or 61 per cent of the 
total area under crops, had lost all or a 
large part of its fertility. Only 161,000,000 
acres, or 39 per cent of our cultivated land, 
retained its virgin fertility. However, it 
may be stated that, in the last 10 years, 
farmers in the United States have waged 
a tremendous campaign of land restoration, 
through terracing, liming and contour 
farming, and teeming thousands of acres 
have been redeemed. 

* * 


Sir Albert, being an exponent of soil 
restoration through compost humus, de- 
cries artificial fertilizers. He contends that 
fertilizers containing sulphate of ammonia 
destroy all of the earthworms which are 
one of nature’s great sources of soil fer- 
tility, a theory often disputed. Howard as- 
serts that factory-made manure does not re- 
place exhausted elements in the soil and 
thus contributes to change the nutritive 
value of the grains grown. And food from 
such grain doesn't make for good health. 

In his pilgrimages over the world, he 
found only a few small crannies where the 
soil had not been permitted to deteriorate, 
and there the natives enjoyed perfect 
health. The Hunzas, a tribe in India, were 
able to walk 60 miles in a single day with- 
out the slightest fatigue, which Howard 
attributes to their food, made from grain 
grown on unalloyed soil. 

Neglect of the soll, says Sir Albert, is 
responsible for civilization’s ills, and he 
hauls off with this: “Our industries, our 
trade, our way of life generally have been 
based first upon the exploitation of the 
earth’s surface and then on the oppression 
of one another—on banditry pure and 
simple.” JAMES P. WHITESIDE.

TRIKING proof of how the 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11. 
Tennessee Valley in recent years 


has outstripped the rate of progress in the larger Missouri Valley 
is available in data obtained by the Post-Dispatch from the 


Bureau of the Census. 


Based chiefly on the agricultural censuses of 1930 and of 1945, 
the data show that both valleys have moved forward, with the rest 
of the country; in most of the things that make for good living. But 


the Tennessee Valley has moved 


with seven league boots and the 


Missouri Valley, by comparison, at a snail's pace. 


For purpose of this study, 16 
items of information gathered by 
Census Bureau canvassers have 
been related to show the trend in 
the two valleys. For the first time 
the data were compiled on a 
county-to-county basis rather than 
a state-wide basis, so they reflect 
the information for each valley 
precisely. Previous studies includ- 
ed information for whole states, 
even though only portions of them 
lie in the two valleys. 

Most provocative of the items 
included in the analysis is the rev- 
elation that the per acre value of 
farm lands and buildings declined 
35.4 per cent during the 1-year 
period in the Missouri Valley 
while it rose 18.6 per cent in the 
Tennessee Valley. 

Work of the TVA. 


Since 1933 the Tennessee Valley 
has had a Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, an independent Federal 
agency administered in the terri- 
tory it serves, and charged with 
the duty of developing its pos- 
sibilities for river navigation, 
flood control, soil conservation, 
hydro-electric power, and, in gen- 
eral, the natural resources of the 


$7.05 for the Tennessee Valley. By 
1945 the Missouri Valley figure 
was $9.34, but that of the Tennes- 
see Valley, $12.72. 

Also of interest is the compari- 


electricity. TVA has constructed 
a vast network of hydro-electric 
dams which made cheap power 
available in its region. The re- 
sult by 1945 was that 32.1 per cent 
of its farm homes had electric 
service. Even in that year a larg- 
er proportion of Missouri Valley 
farm homes were so equipped, 38.2 
per cent. But since 1930 the gain 
in the Tennessee Valley was about 
seven-fold, against a two-fold in- 
crease in the Missouri Valley. 

In population the Missouri Val- 
ley experienced a slight decline 
between the 1930 and 1940 cen- 
suses, only 5 of one per cent, but 
it ran counter to a national trend 
which showed an increaes of 7.2 
per cent. .The Tennessee Valley 
increase was 12 per cent. 

During the 1930-1945 period 
there was a marked decline in 
farm tenancy. in the Tennessee 
Valley. In 1930, 42.9 per cent of 
its farms were tenant operated; in 
1945, 27.4 per cent. The trend

Such an instrumentality has 
been proposed for the Missouri 
Valley. A bill to create it was in- 
troduced at the last session of 
Congress by Senator James 
Murray, (Dem.), Montana, and 
former Representative John J. 
Cochran (Dem.), St. Louis. It 
was lost in the legislative mill 
when two Senate committees re- 
ported it adversely. Murray will 
be back this session with another 
bill, modified to meet some of the 
objections raised to the other, but 
retaining its essential principles. 

Proponents of the valley au- 
thority idea are convinced that 
TVA has demonstrated what can 
be done in co-ordinating the ef- 
forts of various Federal agencies 
which have to do with regional 
development. 

The Missouri Valley is by far 
the larger, embracing 10 states 
but of these only Nebraska lies 
wholly within its boundaries. It 
has nearly a fourth of all United 
States farm land. The Tennessee 
Valley takes in parts of seven 
states, but has less than 2 per cent 
of the farm lands. 

Size of Farms. 


Tennessee Valley farms are gen- 
erally the smaller, family type, 
averaging about 73 acres. Those 
of the — Valley average 
about 478 acres. 

But whatever the size of the 
farm, whatever the variance in 
types of crops, there are certain 
measurements which may be ap- 
plied to any farm. These are the 
common denominators found in 
the Census Bureau study. 

Each farmer lives in a home 
that has or lacks modern con- 
veniences; he has or he lacks mod- 
ern farm machinery; he owns his 
farm or operates it as a tenant; 
he has greater or lesser oppor- 
tunity in periods of slack farm 
operations to supplement his in- 
come by other employment. And 
in many instances account can be 
taken of the disparity in size of 
farms by reducing the data to a 
per acre basis. 

Certainly the last is true of the 

r acre value of farm lands and 
buildings. In 1930 the acre value 
of Missouri Valley farms was 
$39.17 or 15 cents more than in 
the Tennessee valley. By 1945 the 
acre value of a Tennessee valley 
farm had risen to $46.30, and in 
the Missouri valley had dropped 
to $25.28, 

Farm Machinery Index. 

The position of the two valleys 
was reversed again when meas- 
ured in the value of farm machin- 
ery employed per acre of harvest- 
ed land. For 1930 the figures were 
$7.13 for the Missouri Valley and 
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toward farm ownership was less 
pronounced in the Missouri Valley, 
where the percentage of tenant 
operated farms fell from 39.7 to 
34.7. Here again was a reversal 


E. the Tennessee Valley began the 


period with a greater precentage 
of tenant operated farms and at 
the end the Missouri Valley had 
this dubious distinction. 
Supplemental Income. 

During the war all farm areas 
suffered from an acute manpower 
shortage but there are always sea- 
sons of the year when the farmer 
has time, if not the opportunity, to 
supplement his income by other 
employment. 

A suggestion of broader eco- 
nomic opportunity in the Ten- 
nessee Valley is found in figures 
obtained in the 1935 and 1945 cen- 
suses. Farmers in the Tennessee 
Valley worked off their farms 17

lion more than in 1984. In the 
Missouri Valley farmers worked 
off their farms 13,365,000 days in 
the later year, about 2,300,000 few- 
er than in 1934. 

Labor costs for hired help are 
much higher in the Missouri Val- 
ley, as might be expected because 
of the larger farms. The figures 
are cited because they are in some 
degree an index of how completely 
farm acres are utilized. The Mis- 
souri Valley farmer paid an aver- 
age of $306 for hired help in 1944 
as against $191 in 1929. The Ten- 
nessee Valley farmer paid more 
than twice as much in 1944 as in 
1929—$29 as against $65. On the 
smaller Tennessee Valley farms, 
obviously farm families were able 
to do a greater portion, of the 
work themselves. 

An increase in the diversifica- 
tion of farm production in the 
Tennessee Valley is suggested by 
several sets of figures. Cost of 
feed for livestock and poultry per 
farm tripled between 1929 and 
1944 while the Missouri Valley 
farmer's feed costs rose to little 
more than double. Both milk and 
egg production showed substantial 
increases in the Tennessee Valley 
and only slight increases in the 
Missouri Valley. The value of farm 
products sold, or used by the farm- 
ers’ families increased 52.7 per 
cent in the Tennessee Valley, and 
43.2 per cent in the Missouri Val- 
e 


y. 
The Missouri Valley lost about 
an eighth of its farm operators in 
the 15 years, but gained in farm 
acreage, In the Tennessee Valley 
there was little change in the 


number of farm operators, or in 


the total of farm acres. 
Comparison on Phones. 

One item in which the Missouri 
Valley shows up to better advan- 
tage is in the number of farm 
homes with telephones. In both 
valleys, as in the nation as a 
whole, the proportion of farm 
homes with telephones declined 
from 1930 to 1945, but the decline 
was greater in the Tennessee Val- 
ley. For the Missouri Valley the 
drop was from 62.7 per cent to 
54.6 per cent; for the Tennessee 
Valley, from 15.8 per cent to 11 
per cent. 

Possibly the greater distances 
between farms in the Missouri 
Valley may have persuaded some 
farmers to retain telephones dur- 
ing the depression years when the 
decline began. There was some 
recovery during the war , 
when farmers had a priority’ on 
telephone installations, and a 
much sharper recovery after the 
end of the war, so that the Amer 
ican Telephone & Telegraph Co.

HE backstage murmurs de- 
manding that Winston Church- 
ill yield his post as leader 
of the opposition against Britain's 
socialist Cabinet have risen in 
tone as a result of the nearly 
unchallenged march of collectivist 
legislation. 


Socialism—a _ state-owned and 
operated economy—has come in 
the back door of the British sys- 
tem. The defense against statism 
has been weak, the backers of 
private enterprise say. And they 
charge Churchill with being main- 
ly responsible for the poorly or- 
ganized show that capitalism and 
laissez-faire economy have been 
able to offer so far. 

Churchill is still the most ad- 
mired public man in Britain. 


But his parliamentary tactics 
have failed. The issue of free en- 
terprise vs. collectivism has not 
been dramatized in such a way as 
to shake the bloc of Labor votes 
and bring out an anti-totalitarian 
movement within leftist ranks. 
Churchill has seen the new im- 
posed socialism as a race with the 
exhaustion of the American loan.

To 
those of us who have talked with 
him recently, his mentality seems 
as vigorous, his vision as clear, 
and his courage as undaunted as 
in earlier years. But Riom and 
Dachau have broken him physi- 
cally. At 74 he cannot long lead 
in the fight for France’s resur- 
rection, 

France’s Role in Europe. 
No French leaders can hope to 
solve their nation’s problems un- 
less France receives fair and gen- 
erous treatment at the hands of 
her allies. 

The key to Euro recon- 
struction in 1919 was French 
security. When France did not 
obtain security, the peace settie- 
ments of Versailles inevitably 
failed.

Argentina, Shy 
On Fuel, Plans 
Big Power Dam 


Agreement Signed 
With Paraguay 
for Joint Develop- 
ment of Project.

NDER Argentine leadership, 

southern South America is 

facing up to its shortages of 
fuels for power by plumping for 
hydro-electric development. An 
agreement between Argentina and 
Uruguay, signed a few days ago, 
for joint development of the rapids 
and falls of the Uruguay River, 
the international boundary, at 
Salto Grande, 250 miles due north 
of Buenos Aires and an equal air- 
line distance northwest of -Monte- 
video, is the latest step in this 
direction. 

The project calls for construc- 
tion of a dam and power plant 
which will use a water flow of 
50,000 cubic feet a second to pro- 
duce, at conservative estimates, 
3% billion kilowatt hours of en- 
ergy a year. In all, a billion Ar- 
3 pesos (3250, 000, 000) are to 
e spent by the two countries on 
the main project and such sub- 
sidiaries as improving navigation 
and local irrigation and the con- 
struction of an international 
bridge. 


A secondary but important ef- 
fect of the agreement is the 
strengthening of ties between Ar- 
gentina and Uruguay by the co- 
operative effort and a clause by 
which the river is declared “éom- 
mon water.” : 

Remembering President Juan 
Peron’s long-standing dream of 
making Argentina the leader of a 
United South America, some ob- 
servers view the agreement as an 
alarming instance of increasing 
Argentine influence. Actually, 
however, most quarters agree that 
the good outweighs the bad. 

The agreement gives impetus to 
the over-all campaign on which 
Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Uruguay, 
Paraguay and Bolivia are em- 
barked to surmount difficulties 
created by a general shortage of 
fuels, 

Coal exists in South America in 
scant quantity and poor quality, 
Many oil fields are being worked 
and others are being tested. Those 
resources are being strained, how- 
ever, by the fact that water power 
has been almost completely neglect- 
ed as a source of energy. Argen- 
tina’s annual consumption of 
4,000,000 kilowatt hours of elec- 
tricity, for instance, 95 per cent

The South American ambassa: | 
dors are not likely in general to 
withdraw; Hispanidad is a doc- 
trine too near to the hearts of 
men like Peron to be regarded 
with dislike. On the other hand, 
not only have the major European 
powers acted upon the U.N. reso- 
lution but Italy also has followed 
their example. Franco's Spain is 
at long last becoming something 
of a diplomatic pariah. 

One must not, I think, lay’ too 
much emphasis upon this step. 
The withdrawal of diplomatic 
recognition is in itself little more 
than a gesture so long as it leaves 
economic relations intact. 

There is good reason to believe 
that the United States will, if the 
State Department has its way, 


put all possible obstacles in the 
way of interference with Franco, 
at least until the presidential 
election of 1948 is safely over. 


Chance of Ouster. 


But the withdrawal of ambas- 
sadors is only a first step. There 
is good reason to believe that all 
the parties in Spain—the Com- 
munists and the Carlists apart— 
have now reached an agreement 
on what is to follow. It is not at 
all. unlikely that quite soon 
Franco himself will be ousted by 
a new combination within Spain 
the influence of which reached 
far into the army—and that he 
will find himself compelled either 
to resign or to fly. In either event 
the new combination will form a 
“caretaker government” and a 
plebiscite will be held to inquire 
of the Spanish people themselves 
under what form of state they 
wish to pursue their future des- 
tiny. 

One would like to be sure that 
the unrevealed basis of agreement 
on Franco is not an agreement 
that the monarchy should be re- 
stored. For, first, it ought to be 
said at once that a constitutional 
monarchy in Spain is a contradic- 
tion in terms. It has been tried 
over and over again without suc- 
cess. The second important thing 
is that the restoration of the 
Spanish monarchy, however well 
it was camouflaged, would mean 
that the influence of the Church 
in Spain would remain as strong 
under Don Juan as it has been 
under Franco; and social progress 
would be sacrificed to it not less 
fully than in the grim years since 
the Caudillo destroyed the repub- 
lic, especially in the realm of edu- 
cation, 


And if the restoration of the 
monarchy were supported by the 
traditional nobility of Spain, by 
men like the Duke of Alba, for 
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HE first consequences of the United Nations resolution on Spain 
appear to be slowly making their emphasis apparent. 


cial differences might well be ac- 
centuated in a period where for 
the first few years a good deal of 
centralization will be a matter of 
considerable importance. 

One is bound, moreover, to be 
anxious about two other matters. 
Who is to organize the plebiscite 
and by whom are the questions to 
be drawn up? No student of his- 
tory, including pretty recent his- 
tory, but must be bound to look 
upon the instrument of the plebi- 
scite as equally a threat to, as a 
promise of, democracy. Are the 
conditions to be supervised by an 
international authority?

Now, when the pos- 
sibility of liberation comes into 
view, it is urgent that the new 
birth shhll not result merely in 
the creation of a condition in 
which political institutions are so 
organized as to minimize the pros- 
pects of social and economic 
change. For it is this sort of 
change that the Spaniards need 
more than they need any other. 
They want a 20-year plan in social 
and economic reconstruction 
which will give to the peasants 
new hope, which will end the 
tragic illiteracy of centuries and 
prevent the Church from main- 
taining its stranglehold upon the 
cultural life of the people, 

We ought to remember that, 
despite the famcus anarchist 
traditions of Spain, it has not yet 
had its 1789. It needs that revo- 
lution badly. It needs its dynamic 
force, its healthy upsurge against 
dead traditions and fantastic an- 
achronisms. 

Portugal’s Dictatorship. 

And a real sweep in Spain could 
not be limited to Spain, It would 
have important repercussions in 
Portugal and no diplomatic pre- 
tensions can now hide the fact 
that, beneath the task of benevo- 
lent dictatorship, the Salazar 
regime is hardly less ugly and evil 
than that of Franco. The position 
of the Portuguese workers, urban 
and rural, is fantastic: the intel- 
lectual life of Portugal is held in 
an iron grip by the “Christian dic- 
tator.” 

One of the strongest arguments 
for a real Spanish democracy is 
that at long last it would make 
pretty certain a Portuguese democ- 
racy, too. It would be a great day 
for Europe and for the life of 
democracy everywhere when the 
last vestiges of Fascism were 
swept from the Iberian peninsula.

NEW YORK, Jan. 11 (AP) 
MERICA has been learning 
Aeron fires the hard way for 
a long time. 

Too often, complain the experts, 
a building with known hazards 
burns down with severe losses, 
the public cries for investigations, 
the expert comes in wearily and 
says I told you so. And then the 
same thing happens elsewhere, 
maybe a month, maybe a year 
later. 

Fire chiefs and underwriters 
agree there was nothing new about 
the factors responsible for the 
flash-like spread of the Winecoff 
Hotel fire in Atlanta, which took 
119 lives, 

For years, say these authort- 
ties, they've * — wae werd 
against o staircases an 
vator shafts which blow flames 
up from floor to floor, and thin 
doors and open transoms, which 
help combustible toxic gases 
done into rooms, 

It happened in Atlanta. It hap- 
pened in the LaSalle Hotel fire in 
Chicago last June. The tuition fee 
for that refresher course in fire 
hazards was 61 lives. 

Need for Exits Stressed. 


The same experts argued the 
obvious for a long time—that if 
people in public places are going 
to escape fires they need ways of 
getting out. When the Cocoanut 
Grove Night Club in Boston went 
up in smoke on a December night 
in 1942. trapped, panicky custo- 
mers piled up in front of the 
only useable exit — @& revolving 
door. Cost of that lesson: 492 lives. 

Every major fire has added 
weight to that “ounce of preven- 
tion.” Some by teaching a new 
lesson, others by repeating an old 
one.

— than a fourth of the 789 ho- 
tel tire deaths recorded in the 
United States and Canada since 

1858. 

This most recent series of fires 
touched off new preventive legis- 
lation. 

(In St. Louis, all fire safety 
measures were enforced more 
rigidly following the LaSalle Hotel 
fire, and a new measure was 
adopted requiring any establish- 
ment renting sleeping rooms above 
the third-floor level to employ a 
fire warden licensed by the Board 
of Public Service. Fire wardens 
have been trained at the Fire De- 
partment Training School for such 
service, and hotels not complying 
with the regulation have faced 
revocation of their permits.) 

Moves In Other Cities. 

New York is considering an 
ordinance which would require all 
hotels to keep a fire safety war- 
den on duty at all times. In De- 
troit, owners of multiple dwellings 
of more than two stories were 
ordered to install fireproof doors 
at each stairway landing. 

The San Diego City Council was 
considering regulations calling for 
fire escapes on all buildings three 
or more stories high. Chicago 
authorities told all hotel operators 
they must put walls and doors on 
stairways and elevator shafts that 
will be fire retardent for one hour. 


The movement for municipal 
regulations over building construc- 
tion was shot forward by the Chi- 
cago fire of 1871, at a cost of 250 
lives and $168,000,000 in property. 

Standardization of fire-fighting 
equipment began as a result of the 
Baltimore fire of 1904. Fire en- 
gines raced in from Washington 
and Philadelphia only to stand 
idle because their hose couplings 
didn’t fit Baltimore hydrants. 


Many old schools were altered 


and new ones built differently be- 


cause 175 children died in a school 
fire at Collingwood, O., in 1908. 
The use of nitrocellulose film was 
drastically reduced and safety 
film came into general use be- 
cause 129 doctors and patients died 
in the Cleveland clinic fire of 1929 
from the flames and fumes of 
burning X-ray film. 


Circus Fire Brought Action. 


In Hartford, Conn., a circus fire 
of 1944, with 164 dead and many 
hundreds injured, sent city leaders 
over the country hurrying into 
their statute files. Many found 
they had no fire-control super- 
vision over circuses, tent shows 
and carnivals. Today many com- 
munities have ordinances by which 
the fire department controls seat- 
ing, exits and general safety 
measures. 


More than 70 cities have adopted 
the building code recommended by 
the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers, which represents some 200

— Florida Pays 
Grooms Better Than 
Teachers.

O say, as has been said, that 

America is today facing a 

crisis is a gross understate- 
ment. The central and compelling 
symptom of our educational dis- 
ee is the status of teach- 
ng. 

To be great, a country or a 
nation, first of all, needs to have 
a wealth of natural resources and, 
second, a strong educational pro- 
gram to raise its citizenry to a 
level at which natural resources 
can be used intelligently and ef- 
fectively. 


We have been phenomenally 
blessed with natural resources. 
We have never equipped ourselves 
with an educational program at 
all commensurate. We have mere- 
ly done better than most other 
nations of the earth. 


The ascendancy of the United 
States in world affairs has not 
been entirely accidental. Ours was 
the first large nation to estab- 
lish a democratic educational sys- 
tem open to all through the ele- 
mentary, secondary and, in some 
measure, higher educational insti- 
tutions. By virtue of natural re- 
sources and public education we 
became a mighty citadel of eco- 
nomic, social, political and even 
military strength. But our rise 
to world leadership was made pos- 
sible, mainly, by the fact that 
other large nations lagged far be- 
—— us in their educational ef- 
orts. : 


Democracy Depends on Education. 


Our form of government and 
our democratic way of life are more 
heavily dependent upon a system 
of public education than are other 
forms of government. It is funda- 
mental in the American tradition 
that the democratic state can rest 
securely on no other foundation 
than a system of public educa- 
tion. Yet the United States today, 
with its enormous wealth, spends 
less than three billion dollars, or 
about 2 per cent of its income, on 
education. 

In the world-wide struggle be- 
tween democracy and Communism 
as ways of life, the outcome will 
be 0 d by education, not 
orce, 


In the early nineteenth cen- 
tury the men who were laying 
the foundations of the American 
political structure were genuinely 
afraid that their experiment with 
free political institutions would 
fail, and they had no doubt that 
it would fail if the state neglected 
to cultivate in youth that degree 
of social understanding necessary 
to pass intelligent judgment on 
public issues, 

It is no less true now than it 
was a century ago that the very 
life of the democratic state is at 
stake in its program of civic ed- 
ucation, 

The guarding of American de- 
mocracy may require powerful 
armies, navies and air fleets, but 
armies, navies and air fleets are 
not enough, If democracy is to 
save itself, it must do far more 
than appropriate billions of dol- 
lars for military defense. 

The defense of democracy is far 
more than an economic question. 
In the last analysis, it is a ques- 
tion of values and ideas to be de- 
fended and applied to life. It is 
question of the education of 
free men, 

The Key to Liberty. 
Knowledge has been called the 
key to liberty. The long history 
of mankind shows that free men 
again and again have lost their 
liberties simply because they did 
not know the consequences of the 
choices which they were making 
or accepting. 
Democracy, therefore, beyond all 
other social systems and faiths, 
must make provision for the en- 
lightenment of the people, It must 
do this or perish. 

American educational ascendan- 
cy, always inadequate in ratio to 
our natural resources and wealth, 
is being seriously threatened. 
Let us take a look at the record: 
1. There are in the United States 
thousands of overcrowded class- 
rooms with 40, 60, or even 100 
pupils. (Somewhat fewer than 30 
is desirable.) 
2. 10,000,000 adult Americans 
have had so little schooling that 
they are virtually illiterates. 
3. The quality of teaching per- 
sonnel is below the prewar level. 
About one teacher in 10 holds an 
emergency certificate as compared 
with one in 200 in 1941-42. 

The legal standards for t 
ing certificates are very low. Only 


Only 2 Per Cent of

15 states require college gradua- 
tion for a standard certificate. The 
Other 33 states have even lower 
Despite low legal re- 
quirements there are 108,000 emer- 
gency teachers who cannot meet 
the lowest standards in their re- 
spective states. 

4. The enrollment of our colleges 
and universities is now undergoing 
the greatest increase in history. 
College enrollment may reach 2,- 
000,000 next year. 
handful are preparing to teach. 
In 1920, 22 per cent of all college 
students enrolled in teachers’ col- 
leges; in 1930, 16 per cent; and 
last year, 7 per cent. 

5. The exodus from the teaching 
profession in recent years is prob- 
ably the most striking vocational 
migration in our history. An esti- 
mated 350,000 teachers have quit 
the profession entirely since 1939. 
Approximately 60,000 positions 
have not been filled or have been 
closed out and the work has been 
distributed among the remaining 
teachers.

demand for good schools. 

These are discouraging condi- 
tions. Can they be remedied? I 
think they can. If the American 
public does not recognize the char- 
acter and importance of teaching, 
as apparently it does not, then 
the teachers must go to work on 
the adult American public as well 
as on their children and teach 
them some of the facts of Ameri- 
can life. 

If the American public does not 
demand good schools, the teaching 
profession must show them that 
they had better have good schools 
for the sake of their children and 
for the very survival of our civ- 
ilization. 

Let us not make the mistake of 
thinking that the job of teaching 
is an easy one of keeping a few 
children occupied five days a 
week. 

Within the span of 12 years 
more or less the teacher should 
(1) exploit the advantages or over- 
come the disadvantages of the 
child’s early home training or mis- 
training, and must do it in batch- 
es of 30 to 40 youngsters at a time; 
(2) establish by precept and exam- 
ple and by experience the funda- 
mental human virtues and quali- 
ties and standards with which the 
child will have to live his life; (3) 
keep him healthy in mind and 
body, happy, and alert and stimu- 
lated; (4) develop democratic dis- 
cypline and work habits; and (5) 
fight the parents and the com- 
munity most of the way for time 
and permission to do all these 
things without crippling interfer- 
ence. 


Revolutionary Advance. 

This, I think, measures the revo- 
lutionary distance we have come 
in our educational thinking. The 
old school teacher taug&t subject 
matter, The teacher today teaches 
human beings. 

The teacher today, as I see it, 
is taking the raw stuffs of hu- 
manity and trying to work them 
into some degree of usefulness to 
themselves and to society—alert, 
well-balanced, experienced individ- 
uals or at least as alert, as well- 
balanced, as experienced as the in- 
dividual potentials permit — with 
whom it will not be altogether 
too hazardous to trust the city, 
state and nation when we old 
folks die off. 


This is challenging. It is no 
work for the physically and men- 
tally lame, the halt and the blind; 
for refugees from the plow or the 
dishpan; for time-servers. That 
the work is not so well done as it 
ought to be done is only to be 
expected, No ordinary men and 
women can do it. Since we have 
no supermen or superwomen—no 
super-teachers—we should at least 

try to attract the best we have to 
this most vital service of our dem- 
ocratic society. 


We Get What We Pay For. 

We know we always get just 
about what we pay for. Given only 
2 per cent of income to educate 
actively some 20 per cent of the 
population and we are going to 
get a shoddy product. There is no 
escape from it. 


But if, on the other hand, as 
American citizens, we know our 
most precious heritage is our free- 
dom and liberty and to perpetu- 
ate it we must have an alert and 
informed citizenry, we know we 
are going to have to pay for it— 
and pay more than 2 per cent. If 
we want to have an informed 
society, we had better see to it 
that there are adequate means of 
informing it. 

Some day the roof may fall on 
our heads. 

It could happen here.

New Congress 
No Threat to 
Social Security 


Observers Expect 
G.O.P. to Extend, 
Not Curb, New 
Deal Brain-Child. 


By CLARKE BEACH 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP) 
LTHOUGH the birth of the So- 
cial Security program was 
widely deplored by Republi- 
cans, that brain-child of the New 
Deal faces the present G. O. P. Con- 
gress without fear. 

Its sponsors and administrators 
see no likelihood of repeal or 
emasculating amendments; and 
they predict that this year or next 
the Republicans will do some very 
generous legislative things for the 
erstwhile ugly duckling. 

The nation has gone a long 
way in its thinking since 1935, 
when the late President Roose- 
velt signed the Social Security Act. 
Then its detractors loudly de- 
plored it as regimentation and 
predicted that in time Americans 
would be required to have Social 
Security numbers tattooed on their 
chests. 

Jan, 1, 1937, the first old age 
survivors’ insurance taxes were 


collected, In the 10 years since 
then, 8,200,000 employes have 
acquired permanent insured sta- 
tus. Death benefits are guaranteed 
to their survivors and old age in- 
surance to themselves. Seventy- 
four thousand persons earned 
some social security credit. 


State Changes Also. 


In addition, the social welfare 
set-up of each state has been to 
some extent adjusted to the re- 
quirements of the social security 
agency. Federal funds are paid to 
states for half the costs of their 
programs. These include unemploy- 
ment insurance, old age assist- 
ance, aid to the needy blind, aid 
to dependent children and various 
child welfare services. 

In both the major parties in 
recent years there has been wide- 
spread sentiment in favor of ex- 
tending social security coverage 
and increasing its benefits, Two 
of the best friends of social secur- 
ity among the Republicans hap- 
pen to be two of the most power- 
ful men on Capitol Hill today: 
Senator Taft of Ohio and Senator 
Vandenberg of Michigan. 

Republicans and Democrats, 
however, split on these two lines: 


1. The Republicans have been 
concerned about costs. How 
much of the wage earner’s sal- 
ary, of the national income, of 
the Federal budget should be 
spent on social security? The 
Democrats have been inclined to 
spend freely, The Republicans 
usually have been more cautious, 

2. The Republicans have been 
concerned about maintaining ad- 
ministrative power in the states. 
The Democrats have been more 
inclined to charge the Federal 
Government with administration. 


What legislative treatment social 
sécurity receives this session de- 
pends at least in part on the time 
available, 


Other Issues Ahead. 


None of the major proposed 
amendments is considered so ur- 
gent as legislation on labor, taxes, 
appropriations and clarification of 
portal-to-portal pay. 

It appears certain that two rela- 
tively minor matters will be taken 
up this session: 


1, The Federal program for 
old-age assistance—help for per- 
sons not covered under old-age 
insurance—expires at the end of 
1947. Some legislation will be 
necessary if this payment to the 
states is to be continued. 

2. The payroll tax will rise 
from 1 per cent to 2% per cent 
in 1948 unless it is again frozen, 
In the past Vandenberg has 
been the sponsor of this freeze. 
He has always felt the social 
security fund was large enough. 


Legislative veterans predict that 
as soon as the Republicans can 
get around to it, either this ses- 
sion or next, they will enact one 
Or more spectacular social secur- 
ity measures. 

In addition to a sincere interest 
on the part of some G.O.P, mem- 
bers, they say, the party needs to 
embellish its record with some 
Republican-sponsored social secur- 
ity improvements before the pres- 
idential contest. 

Easiest and most likely would 
be to extend coverage in the old 
age insurance program to ‘em- 
ployes in non-profit organizations 
—charitable and religious institu- 
tions, hospitals, etc. There seems 
to be an almost universal demand 
for such coverage from both em- 
ployes and employers in these 
groups.

T young. man years ago a » 


young man checked freight 
cars in the bleak Omaha yards, 
Today that young man is the Rev. 
Leo C. Brown, S. J., professor of 


Father Brown looks back on those 
early days as the practical begin- 
ning of his abiding interest in 
labor and management relation- 
ships. 

In the past five years he has 
helped solve scores of industrial 
disputes involving three-fourths of 
the major concerns in St. Louis 
and millions of dollars and thou- 
sands of men. 

Most of the disputes were settled 
amicably without attracting public 
attention. Others, like the recent 
4month strike at the Queeny 
plant of Monsanto Chemical Co. 
and the 141-day shutdown of the 
Granite City Steel Co., required 
patient, even-tempered work be- 
fore they were brought to an end. 

Analysis and Conclusions, 

As a public member of the old 
regional War Labor Board and 
presently in a similar role with the 
Wage Stabilization Board, which 
goes out of existence next month, 
Father Brown has analyzed prob- 
lems of industry and labor under 
stress of war and post-war condi- 
tions. He has served as an arbi- 
trator and as a conciliator in nu- 
merous cases, 

From his experience, supple- 
mented by wide study, the fruits 
of which are apparent in his labor 
school at the university, he has 
reached some definite conclusions 
as to the paths leading to indus- 
trial peace. 

He has confidence in the inher- 
ent ability of management and 
labor to work out their own prob- 
lems, 

Even an imperfect collective bar- 
gaining agreement, he told the 
Post-Dispatch, is better than one 
tendered by some Governmental 
agency, because labor and manage- 
ment made it and it becomes their 
responsibility to carry it out. 

“In the long run, the collective 
bargaining agreement is apt to be 
best,” Father Brown said, “be- 
cause the people who made it 
have practical knowledge of work- 
ing conditions and what they are 
agreeing to. They are on the 
scene. They can forsee the results 
of deciding working time, for in- 
stance, They can anticipate the 
ramifications of what they are 
agreeing to.” 

Against Forced Arbitration. 

Father Brown does not favor 
compulsory arbitration, although 
he holds definite views on the 
value of arbitration clauses in 
contracts, 

Strikes, he thinks, on certain 
occasions, may even be healthy. 
Sometimes, he says, they afford a 
prelude to long years of industrial 
peace. He feels strongly, how- 
ever, that strikes that directly af- 
fect the general public welfare, as 
in large-scale power production 
and other classifications affecting 
public safety and health, should 
be eliminated. 

“It might be necessary,” Father 
Brown observed, “to permit the 
President to declare a state of 
public emergency when public wel- 
fare is involved. He should not, 
however, be able to declare it 
without the advice of some recog- 
nized official body. It wouldn't 
do for fascism to come in thus 
through the back door.” 

General provision for compul- 
sory arbitration, Father Brown 
thinks, would be too far-reaching. 
Compulsory arbitration would re- 
quire the Government to determine 
profit and wage levels and possible 
off-set price levels, he says. Such 
a step, he adds, might be suscep- 
tible of abuse, and “after a short 
time, we would find that the Gov- 
ernment would be required by law 
to dictate minute details of busi- 
ness operation.” 

“Once you prohibit the right to 
strike,” he said, “you give a third 
party the right to impose a deci- 
sion on both union and manage- 
ment, Neither wants it.” 

Jurisdictional Strikes, 

He thinks jurisdictional strikes 
may be eliminated, The AFL and 
the CIO, he suggests, each might 
establish procedures embracing 
both due process of law and basic 
fairness and decisions of these 
jurisdictional courts would have 
the status of law subject to ap- 
peal to civil courts only on grounds 
of lack of equity. 

As to “wildcat” strikes, Father 
Brown pointed out that the police 
power of a union is necessarily 
limited. It is a question as to how 
much it should be increased. In 
the long run, he said, the best 
preventive is education of the in- 
dividual worker as to his respon- 
sibility and the part of labor in

Father Brown said that every con- 
tract reached through “true col- 
lective bargaining” should have an 
arbitration clause providing for 
disposition of disputes arising out 
of the application and interpre- 
tation of the agreement. Disputes 
outside of the contractural frame- 
work, he said, should be resolved 
through collective bargaining. 

He is convinced that the terms 
of the contract itself should not 
be subject to arbitration. The con- 
tract he regards as a book of rules 
determined by collective bargain- 
ing. Its terms are the guideposts 
to arbitration, 

Administrative Benefits. 

„One of the chief benefits in a 
contractural arbitration clause is 
administrative,” Father Brown 
said, “because, when a _ dispute 
arises, the means of settling it 
are right there, While results may 
not be wholly acceptable to both 
parties, the effects of the deci- 
sion last only as long as the life 
of the contract, It is a quick and 
economical method of obtaining 
workable decisions.” 

When a contract is written, 
Father Brown said, a permanent 
arbitrator should be named, there- 
by obviating the secondary dispute 
which sometimes arises over selec- 
tion of an arbitrator to settle a 
grievance. Sometimes three arbi- 
trators may be agreed upon. The 
effect of this is the same as for 
one, since the other two would be 
advocates of each side, supplying 
the neutral member with data. 

Certain acute situations when 
feeling runs high — and Father 
Brown has gone through some of 
them—require three neutral arbi- 
trators. The original arbitrator, 
he thinks, should be empowered to 
call in two others who would give 
impartial counsel and share re- 
sponsibility for the decision, Father 
Brown has found that decisions 
in such cases meet with greater 
acceptability. 

In Almost Unique Position. 

At 46, the sandy-haired priest 
holds an almost unique position in 
local labor circles. Union offi- 
cers and members have listened to 
his calm, clearly outlined talks as 
attentively as college sophomores 
or juniors. His labor school, an 
evening class, has been directed 
to training men for union leader- 
ship with emphasis on parliamen- 
tary law and public speaking. 

Of medium height and well built, 
Fother Brown frequently removes 
his glasses and holds them before 
him as he talks. He was one of 
the organizers of the railway clerks 
employed by the Union Pacific at 
Omaha in the years before he en- 
tered Creighton University there. 
His decision to take orders came 
in the middle of his course at 
Creighton. His first teaching as- 
signment was in Regis College in 
Denver. 

Labor leaders regard him as a 
self effacing, impartial, deliberate 
analyst who finally “comes up with 
a good answer.” Employers also 
value and seek his services, 

Information Needed. 


He is of the opinion that, on a 
national scale, the public, includ- 
ing labor and industry representa- 
tives, lack an unbiased up-to-the- 
minute source of information on 
questions relating to wages, living 
costs, labor legislation and other 
labor problems. He suggests that 
a non-political permanent advisory 
committee should be appointed by 
the President, charged with the 
responsibility of making state- 
ments on economic conditions that 
the nation could trust. 

Admittedly, selection of the com- 
mittee would be difficult, but Fa- 
ther Brown believes it would be 
possible to find members who 
would command public respect and 
whose position would give them 
independence. Men of the caliber 
of Bernard M. Baruch, he points 
out, would give unquestioned au- 
thority to the unbiased character 
of the committee. Committee mem- 
bers, tentatively placed at nine, 
could select advisers. One of the 
committee’s obligations would be 
to afford labor and industry op- 
portunity to present information 
for impartial analysis.

Ocean Is Rich in 
Atomic Minerals, 
but Mining Them 
Is Big Problem. 


By H. W. BLAKESLEE 


NEW YORK, Jan. 11 (AP). 
HERE is about five pounds of 
T uranium in the sea water 
pumped daily through the Dow 
Chemical Company's, Freeport, 
Texas, plants when operating at 
their peak of about three billion 

pounds of water each 24 hours. 
This is the water from which 


the Dow company extracts mag- 
nesilum metal for various uses and 
bromine for anti-knock gasoline. 
[The uranium is not extracted. 


In a cubic mile of sea water 
there is about five tons of uran- 
jum. In the same cubic mile 
there probably is about one-third 
as much thorium, the other 
natural mineral that can produce 
atomic power and bombs. On land 
thorium is three times more 
plentiful than uranium. 

Although these are striking fig- 
ures, they do not mean that there 
is, under present techniques, even 
a remote chance of getting useful 
quantities of uranium from the 
sea. Five tons per cubic mile 
looks big on paper, but a cubie 
mile is an astronomically big 
volume. 

The significance is that when 
land sources of uragfum become 
either very scarce or very ditt, 
cult, the oceans have supplies, 
Moreover these aquatic sources 
are available equally in all the

Because uranium is one of the 
heaviest chemical elements, it 
might concentrate more in bottom 
muds than in water. However,

Small Percentage. 


The amount of uranium in sea 
water is a percentage so 
that it is written as .0015 parts for 
each millionth of a part of sea 
water. This is barely a trace. Yet 
this trace is 250 times larger than 
the percentage of gold in sea 
water, and gold actually has been 
extracted from the sea by the 
Ethyl Dow Chemical Co. 


This gold was ony a tiny nug 
get, obtained as a by-product of 
extracting bromine from sea W 
ter. For practical’ purposes this 
gold extraction was useless. But 
the gold may be a sign of the fu- 
ture, even though it contains little 
hint of the difficulties to be sure 
mounted, f 

There are no published reeords 
of the percentage of uranium 235, 
the fissionable fraction, in sea wa- 
ter. Presumably it may be the 
same as on land, where the 235 is 
only seven-tenths of 1 per cent of 
the uranium, 

The sea’s resources have not 
been fully studied. Less than 50 
of the 92 natural chemical elements 
have been found there. Uranium, 
reading down the list in quantity, 
stands twenty-eighth, thorium 
thirtieth. Silver is thirty-second 
and gold thirty-ninth on the list. 

It is presumed that all the chem- 
ical elements are dissolved in the 
sea water covering 71 per cent of 
the earth’s face. How they got 
there is a matter of divided opin- 
ion. One suggestion is that it hap- 
pened when the earth was young 
with volcanic gases condensing to 
form water. Another is that riv- 
ers have been carrying dissolved 
minerals into the sea for millions 
of years.

Great lengths 
beyond such a break fall to the 
bottom of the drill hole and have 
to be fished out, an expensive job 
sometimes running into hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. The 
Spang-Chalfant divisions of the 
National Supply Company of Pitts- 
burgh has developed a plastic 
coating to stop this corrosion.

AST year, the United States of 
America spent $7,800,000,000 on 
booze and less than three bil- 
lion. dollars on education. The 
once-honored profession of school 
teaching, which at one time 


ranked with the law, medicine 


and theology, has fallen into a 
sort of mildly respected but neg- 
lected ashcan. 

In West Virginia recently a high 
school principal was fired when 
school board officials discovered 
he was working nights in a coal 
mine to supplement his school 
teaching salary of $178 a month. 
In New York, a junior high teach- 
er got nation-wide publicity be- 


cause he took a job as a bartender 
when he couldn’t make ends meet 
on a teaching wage of $148 a 
month. In a Missouri town, a 
school teacher was caught rob- 
bing a bank. 

And these are not 
Right here in St, Lo hundreds 
of school teachers have been 
forced to find outside employment 
because school teaching has be- 
come the worst paid profession in 
the United States. After a day of 
teaching, many teachers put in an- 
other stint in night school to earn 
a little extra money. Others hold 
down outside jobs in every cate- 
gory of employment from book- 
keeping to carpentry. One high 
school principal works nights as 
a filling station attendant. An- 
other has earned extra money 
running an ice cream stand, And 
still another has been working 
evenings as a meat cutter. 

In the past few days this re- 
porter has interviewed a good 
cross section of St, Louis teachers 
and always the story is the same. 
It is the story of years upon years 
of struggle to rise from the mini- 
mum of the $1700 a year starting 

for classroom teachers to 
finally reach the amazingly low 
maximum of $4100. It is the story 
of men scrimping and scraping to 
raise a family and educate their 
children. It is the story of wives 
working to supplement the salary 
of their schoolteacher husbands. 
It is the story of young single 
women forced to be a burden on

Un the 26 years in which I 
have been a teacher in the St. 
Louis Public School system I 
have never had a vacation,“ Dr. 
Averan Bender, who teaches his- 
tory and government at Soldan 
High School, said. “I have finally 
worked up to the maximum salary 
of $4100 and that is as far as I 
can go. I have a wife and two 
children in college, but 
those children would not be in 
college if I had not taught in 
night school for many years to earn

“By the time I keep up a little 
insurance and the $10 a month de- 
duction for retirement pay is 
taken out of my check in addi- 
tion to city, state and federal 
taxes; there’s not much left.”

ECAUSE Smith, like all school 
B teachers, must maintain a 

standing in the community, live 
in a respectable neighborhood and 
keep up a decent appearance in 
dress, he has through the years 
taken a variety of jobs to swell 
his salary. e has sold razor 
blades and shoe polish and shaving 
cream. He has done research for 
a refrigerator company and 
checked theater attendance at 
movie houses. He raised chickens 
and sold eggs and one year had 
a job in his spare time selling 
appliances in the electrical de- 
partment at Sears Roebuck. 


“It takes 17 years to reach the 
maximum salary of $4100 for a 
teacher,” Smith pointed out. “And 
to get that you must have had 
five years of college and hold a 
master’s degree, Sometimes I 
think it would have been better if 
I had decided to become a bar- 
tender or a truckdriver. The pay's 
better and you don’t have to invest 
time and money in an education.” 

Henry J. Free, science and 
mathematics teacher at Soldan, 
has been teaching for 30 years, 14 
of which have been in St. Louis. 
He makes only $3400 a year and, 
although he is 54 years old and 
has four children, has never been 
able to afford a home of his own. 
He and his family still live with 
his father and mother. 

“IT guess I’m just a plain darn 
fool for teaching,” Free says in a

thing I know. My son will never 
be a teacher. He can be a plumber 
or a taxidriver, but I'll never let 
him become a teacher. I know 
what a struggle it has been for 
me. Here I’ve taught for 30 years 
and at the end of that time I 
have less than $275 a month left 
after I pay my taxes. The last 
trip I was able to take was 21 
years ago when I took my wife to 
Chicago on our honeymoon. We 
never go to parties or to shows. 
A school teacher can’t afford to 
if he’s trying to raise a family.” 


Free now teaches at St. Louis 
University three nights a week.

OR the past two years, St. 

Louis school teachers have re- 

ceived $250 a year in addition 
to their salaries. This small sum, 
however, falls far short of equaliz- 
ing the soaring cost of living. And 
this “bonus” may be discontinued 
at any time. 

Typical of most women teachers 
is Ruth Graul, a physical educa- 
tion instructor at Soldan, who, 
even with the $250 increase which 
the Board of Education calls “war 
adjustment pay,” makes only $2150 
a year. Miss Graul has taught for 
five years in the St. Louis system 
and holds a master’s degree in 
physical education. Because Miss 
Graul was forced to start teaching 
at the low minimum for beginners 
and has climbed slowly over a 
period of five years to the $2150 
figure, she has learned economy 
the hard way. She lives at home 
and helps support an invalid 
father, 

“I’ve never had a hat that cost 
more than $4 and I'm still wearing 
the same clothes I had when I 
took my master’s at the Univer- 
sity of Iowa,” Miss Graul said. 
I'm not terribly style conscious, 
but I've reached the point where 
I actually dream of having a 
whole, new outfit at one time.” 
„Miss Graul is a member of the 
St. Louis Board of Women Offi- 
cials and earns a little spare cash 
refereeing women's basketball 
games in the evenings, During her 
summer vacations she works in 
summer camps for girls. 


“T stick to teaching because I 
love it,” Miss Graul said. “But 
I sometimes wonder if I’m wise. 
Out of 44 young women in my 
graduating class at Harris Teach- 
ers College, only eight have stuck 
to teaching. The rest have gone 
into industry or taken government 
positions or gone to work for the 
American Red Cross. You can’t 
blame them. It’s pretty discourag- 
ing to think of having to teach 
for 17 years before you can ever 
reach the maximum of $4100 a 
year.”

“In many ways it is much bet- 
ter for a teacher to take outside 
employment as far removed from 
school teaching as possible,” Bris- 
bin says. These jobs, if they are 
at all pleasant, offer a sort of 
mental refreshment. Teaching all 
day in school and then teaching 
in the evenings in night school is 
anything but refreshing. And, of 
course, when a teacher is over- 
worked, the pupils suffer.”

N an after-school-hours discus- 
sion with a group of teachers 


this past week, this reporter dis-s 


covered that teachers are in al- 
most unanimous agreement that 
their low economic standing has 
operated to cause their pupils to 
hold them in a certain degree of 
contempt. 

“You can’t blame the children,” 
one teacher said. “They naturally 
wonder why anyone would ever 
want to teach school. Few of them 
actually love going to school and 
they can’t understand that a great 
many teachers really love to teach, 
And so they decide that if we're 
stupid enough to want to be teach- 
ers in the first place, we must be 
actually half witted to want to be 
teacher® on near-starvation sal- 
aries. They reason that we're mis- 
fits, maybe even half-wits, who 
can't get higher paying jobs in 
industry.“ 

One teacher related a story of 
a boy in his class who came to 
school with the information that 
his father had just bought a 315, 
000 home, 

“Do you own your own home?” 
the boy asked the teacher. 


“T had to tell him,” the teacher 
explained, that although I’d been 


to work during the summer to 


earn a little extra money. 


A handsome young man of 38, 
this teacher says he actually loves 
to teach, but the years of struggle 
have given him a sort of haunted, 
desperate look. He lives in dread 
of the day his 1928 Ford will no 
longer run, 

J could never afford a new 
car,” he says. “And now my wife 
and I are expecting a baby. Dur- 
ing the war I worked in a defense 
plant and I always manage to find 
something to do during the sum- 
mer, but even with that little ex- 
tra money I have never been able 
to get out from under the doctor 
bills. We pay $39 a month rent 
and I suppose we might be able 
to find a cheaper place, but when 
you’re a school teacher you have 
to keep up a certain front—dress 
well and live in a decent place and 
for less rent than we're paying 
we'd have to move into a run- 
down neighborhood.” 


And so the stories go on. J. D. 
Moles, principal of Dozier School, 
who has been in the St. Louis 
system for 14 years, works during 
summer vacations as a meat cut- 
ter. During the war he worked 
nights in the pickle and wash de- 
partment at the Small Arms plant 
and operated an air hammer at 
the National Lead Company. One 
summer he worked &s a day labor- 
er on a construction project at 
Jefferson Barracks. 

“I’m not ashamed of any of 
these jobs,” Moles said. “In fact 
I'm pretty proud that I can get 
out and work with my hands, And 
there were times, when I needed 
money, it was a good thing that 
I could. Even now I do a little 
meat cutting at nights to earn a 
few extra dollars.”

during the war as a saw oper- 
ator in a lumber company and 
now works nights as a filling sta- 
tion attendant because he needs 
the extra money to enable his

For several years, Adolph Ba- 
luka, industrial arts teacher at 
Soldan, has supplemented his 
teaching income by buying small 
pieces of rundown property in 
need of repairs. Because he is an 
expert carpenter, he has been able 
to do much of the repair work 
himself and, having reconditioned 
the property, been able to sell it 
at a slight profit. But, although 
he has taught for 28 years in the 
St. Louis school system, he will 
never be able to make more than 
the $4100 minimum as a teacher. 


Recently a Chicago teacher, 
commenting on the double-job 
system which was born of necessi- 
ty because teaching has degener- 
ated into the lowest paid of all the 
professions, asked what effect this 
system was having on the children 
of America. And then the teacher 
answered his own question: “To be 
blunt,” he said, “this double-job 
system for teachers is highway 
robbery of our children. After 
working a full day in school and 
then at another job, the teacher

Members of the 
court came from the nicest fam- 
ilies, possessed imposing titles, 
such as Keeper of the Royal 
Closets or Master of the Royal 
Silverware and drew outrageous 
salaries which permitted them to 
live luxuriously at Versailles. 
Their duties were nebulous, con- 
sisting largely of assisting the 
king to amuse himeelf. 

When the French Revolution 
happened along, it was discovered 
that the state could no longer af- 
ford these extravagant and use- 
less appurtenances and they were 
dispensed with in an arbitrary 
way or, to put it in modern lan- 
guage, liquidated. Much, much 
later in the tide of human affairs 
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inexhaustible affability, a 
ing acquaintance with 
waiters at the tonler spots, and 


it had a class of people on its 
hands that it could no longer af- 
ford. The customer's man didn't 
lose his head, though; only his 
job. These days you have to 


to work very hard. 

However, whenever prosperity 
rears its pretty head, society ap- 
pears to create another of these 
leisurely classes. (You can hard- 
ly call them leisure classes since 
the members work for a living 
even though it’s hard to define 
just what they do.) Today, the 
leisurely class has sprouted, like a 
mushroom in wet weather, in the 
advertising and publicity industry. 
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THEY GO UNDER the name of 
account executive, contact man 
and half a dozen other titles as 
meaningless though not as ro 
mantic as Keeper of the Royal 
Closets. They take important 
people to dinner where the con- 
versation is warm, relaxed and 
pointiess. They avoid office hours 
like the plague. So numerous has 
this nobility become that a large 
part of the luxury night spots in 
New York are absolutely de 
pendent on it. 

Take away the advertising e 
pense account and 90 per cent of 
New York city’s expensive restau- 
rants would have difficulty in 
surviving. Prerequisites for the 
job are for the most part the 
ability to hang on to a cocktail, 
hold up one’s end in the realm of 
gossip, and look presentable, . 
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WHEN TAXES HIT thelr war- 
time peak, the job became a little 
more strenuous, Expense accounts 
were so swollen it took concen- 
trated effort to get them down, 
A theater critic told me one ht 
that he was awfully tried of 
at 21“ but that he couldn't 
suade press agents to feed 
anywhere else. It’s much easier te 
dispose of a bundle of money in 
“21” than anywhere else. 

As the expense accounts grew to 
astronomical heights, the number 
of contact men, account executives 
or whatever names they went un- 
der grew proportionately. Instead 
of one contact man for six or sev- 
en important people you got one 
contact man for each columnist, 
radio star, sponsor or anyone else 
who had to be appeased, mollified 
or buttered up in some way. I'm 
told several contact men have been 
assigned to me whom I've never 
even met. I don’t know how these 
gentlemen pass the time unless 
they've taken up solitary drinking. 
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You mustn’t confus these peo- 
ple with ordinary press agents 
who make an honest living chiv- 
vying their clients names into 
the newspapers, no easy task. 
The contact man doesn’t demand 
anything and doesn’t sell any- 
thing except that vague com- 
modity known as good will. The 
ones I've met have been charm- 
ing, easy to talk to and only 
too ready to pay for the drinks. 
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IN THESE OPENING days of 
the new year when prophecies of 
things to come are on everyone's 
lips, I have one small prophecy of 
my own. A Congress has just 
taken over affairs in Washington 
with the avowed aim of cutting 
taxes. Disposal of surplus profits 
is not going to be the pressing 
pmoblem it once was. I predict 
that e advertising expense ac- 
count is going to be sharply re- 
duced this year and the number 
of well-pressed young men anxious 
to take people to dinner is n 
to dwindle sharply. The 1 — 
man won't vanish altogether just 
yet. But if another depression 
strikes, I have a feeling that the 
contact man will join the custom- 
ers’ men and the French courtiers 
among history's outmoded and 
useless professions.

NEW YORK; Jan. 11. 
HE most fantastic revenge 
plot in New York crime his- 
tory boomeranged fatally last 
Monday night when Alphonse 
Rocco, who tried to kill his for- 
mer wife by remote control, with 
an innocent blonde dupe actually 
pulling the trigger, was cut down 
by the bullets of a police posse in 

a snowbound mountain hideout. 

On Dec. 31, Mrs. Olga Rocco, an 
exotic brunette, fell screaming on 
the platform of a Times Square 
subway, her left thigh shattered 
by a blast from a shotgun con- 
cealed in gay Christmas wrap- 
pings. Pearl Lusk, the horrified 
19-year-old girl who had shot her, 
actually thought she was operat- 
ing an X-ray camera. She. had 
been hired to commit the proxy 
murder by Rocco, who had posed 
as an insurance investigator and 
convinced her that Olga was a 
famous jewel thief concealing 
stolen gems under her clothing. 

The subway crowd realized 
slowly that the shot had been 
real, and not the drunken prank 
of someone starting to celebrate 
New Year’s eve early in the day. 
A subway policeman ran up to 
Pearl, who was frozen in the 
stance she had used to “snap the 
picture,” and shouted: 

“Why did you shoot this wom- 
an?” 

“You fool,” Olga said, “it wasn’t 
she. My husband did it.” 

Fighting to stave off the black- 
out which engulfed her a moment 
later, Olga continued weakly: 

“He threatened me before. This 
time he got me. He can have me 
now if he wants me. Tm a cripple, 
anyway.” 

She was right. A few days 
later, doctors amputated her left 
leg to save her life. Meantime, 
as the bewildered Pearl was held 
as a material witness and police 
slowly followed Rocco through an 
escape plan which was as bizarre 
as the death plot, the whole, in- 
credible story was slowly put to- 
gether. ' 

Concealing a police record as a 
car thief, the smooth, glib-talking. 
Rocco married Olga on May 14, 
1945. For a sp they lived to- 
gether, with o occasionally 
disappearing on mysterious, lone- 
wolf missions and returning with 


‘plenty of money. 


Then, suspicious and frightened 


by his way of life, Olga obtained 


an annulment. At first, Rocco 
tried to win her back with loving 
letters. When she ignored them, 
he began telephoning threats to 
the office where she worked as a 
receptionist. It got so that Olga 
refused to take any calls. 

On Nov, 1 Olga was sitting in 
the kitchen of her parents’ home 
in Brooklyn. A bullet ripped 
through the window and embedded 
itself in her leg. 

„That's Al,“ she screamed. He 
told me he'd do this.“ 

Police were called in to investi- 
gate, but they couldn’t locate Roc- 
co, and, anyway, there was no 
proof that he had done the shoot- 
ing. A guard was assigned to the 
frantic woman, but as the months 
went on, it was relaxed. Just a 
few days before the Times Square 
episode, however, Rocco called 
Olga's office and left this menac- 
ing message: 

“You tell her it’s time to start 
saying her prayers.”

elaborate routine: ‘ 

One night, riding in a subway, 
he had met Pearl. Typical of the 
lonely young girls who live soli- 
tary, prosaic lives while seeking 
out New York’s much-advertised 
glamor, she kept a tidy, $5-a-week 
furnished room, read love story 
magazines and dreamed of movie- 
like adventure. 

Rocco sized her up as the per- 
fect stooge, He palmed himself 
off as Allan LaRue, and told her 
he had a big, plushy office at 
Thirty-eighth street and Madison 
avenue. His. suave attentions 
seemed right out of the story 
books to Pearl, and, as she rue- 
fully admitted later, she was 
“nuts about him.” 

Slowly, as if he was reluctant to 
disclose secret business, Rocco 
told her about his “big case,” about 
the jewels that Olga supposedly 
carried on her person. Finally, he 
told her that he needed a picture 
for evidence, and asked the im- 
pressionable girl if she wanted to 
make some extra money. Pearl 
had a job selling hosiery in a de- 
partment store, but she agreed to 
work for Rocco before and after 
store hours. 

On Dec. 30, early in the morn- 
ing, Rocco took her to Olga's of- 
fice building. He handed her a 
tinsel-wrapped box and described 
it as the camera. The man then 
showed her a picture of Olga and 
told her to pull on a long wire 
chain when his former wife 
passed by. 

Pearl did as she was told. Po- 
lice have never been able to de- 
termine if the gun jammed on 
that first attempt, or if Rocco 
was merely testing. In any event, 
he told her that night that the 
picture hadn’t come out. He said: 

“I'm making a few improve- 
ments in the camera. Tomorrow 
morning we'll do it again. And 
everything will go fine this time.” 

The next morning, near Olga’s 
home, he handed her the pack- 
age. The sawed-off shotgun had 
been packed in two cheese boxes 
and a baked bean can, with the 
trigger “protruding slightly. 

1 put in a trigger,” he ex- 
plained alrily. That will make 
things easier for you.” 

When Olga left her house for 
work and took the subway, Pearl

followed her, sitting right across 
She held the gun 
carelessly in her lap, and an acci- 


dental move might have sent a 


blast roaring through the crowded 
car.. Several times she consid- 
ered taking Olga’s picture, but 
Rocco had warned her to aim at 
the lower part of his former 
wife’s body. (Police believed he 
had done this because he realized 
that most novices have a ten- 
dency to either aim too high or 
be unprepared for the gun's re- 
coil.) 

At Times Square, as Olga 
walked along the platform, Pearl 
thought the angle was perfect. 
Dropping to one knee, as she had 
seen professional cameramen do, 


she took aim, squinted and pulled 


the trigger. The resultant blast 
ruined forever her pulp-magazine 
dream of romantic intrigue. 


While Olga was rushed to 
Roosevelt Hospital, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Jacob Grumet, top 
man in Manhattan’s crack Homi- 
cide Bureau, questioned Pearl. At 
first, he laughed at her fantastic 
story. After hours of questioning, 
however, Grumet was ready to be- 
believe her. When she quickly 
identified a picture of Rocco as 
„Allan LaRue,” he accepted her 
tearful story. 

Pearl might have been held on 
Sullivan Law and felonious as- 
sault charges, with the possibility 
of a homicide charge if Olga died. 
But she was only held in $10,000 
bail as a material witness. 

Meantime, as a 24-hour guard 
was posted at Olga’s bedside in 
the fear that Rocco would come 
back to finish off the slaying in 
person, a manhunt blanketed the 
entire Eastern seaboard. 

The day after the shooting, it 
looked for a few moments as 
though the search might be over. 
A man vaguely answering Rocco’s 
description was seen disrobing on 
the bitter sands of Brighton Beach 
and calmly swimming into the 
ocean. No body was reclaimed and 
police wondered if Rocco had 
either committed suicide or mere- 
ly feigned it to throw the blood- 


hounds off his trail.

HE next day, however, the 
T etotnes on the beach were iden- 

tified as belonging to a Brook- 
lyn plumber, and the search for 
Rocco continued. 

Actually, Rocco had been busy 
planning a brazen attempt to get 
through the police blocks on all 
highways leading out of New 
York. On Friday, he thought he 
had a fool-proof plan. That night 
he went to the home of Dominic 
and Josephine Rizzo, at 2430 Buck 
St., the Bronx—right next door to 
the house of Elizabeth Rocco, 
whose husband was his first 
cousin, 

Having obviously boned up on 
the Rizzo: family, Rocco intro- 
duced himself as Mr. La Monte 
and said he was an old friend of 
Mrs. Rizzo's brother, James Ca- 
pozzoli, an auto dealer, Brushing 
a tear from his eyes, La Monte” 
said that a brother of his had died 
in the Army, leaving $500 worth 
of auto repair tools in a shed at 
Cairo, N. T., 150 miles north. He 
added: 

J have no use for them and 
will gladly give them to James.

Since his death in 1828, the body 
of Pastor Giddings has rested in 
a St. Louis Presbyterian church; 
first in the original First Church 
at Fourth street and Lucas ave- 

nue; then in the congregation's 
second edifice at Fourteenth 
street and Lucas place, now Lo- 
cust street; and since 1888 in the 
church at Washington and Sarah. 
First Church congregation re- 
moved in 1927 from Sarah street 
to Overhill drive in University 
City; but as another Presbyterian 
congregation took over the Sarah 
street church, the tomb was not 
again disturbed. 

A portrait of the minister, who 
died at the age of 46, is over the 
marble structure inclosing his cof- 
fin. The inscription on the upper 
marble slab reads: 

“In Memory of Rev, Salmon 
Giddings, A.M., 1782-1828. Born in 
Hartland, Conn., March 2, 1782. 
Began His Missionary Journey 
Dec. 24, 1815. Arrived in St. Louis 
April 6, 1816. Organized the First 
Protestant Church in St. Louis.” 

The young missionary’s journey, 
in the winter of 1815-16, was made 
on horseback, after he was 
commissioned by the Congrega- 
tional Missionary Society of Con- 
necticut, as missionary to “the 
benighted regions west of the Mis- 
sissippi in the territory of Mis- 
souri.” He organized the First 
Presbyterian Church, with nine 
members, in November, 1817. The

Housewives Find Short-| 


ening, Soap, Fruit 
Juices, Salmon and 
Pepper Back on 
Shelves. 


Housewives who did their mar- 
keting yesterday found that near- 
ly all of the scarce food items 
which had disappeared during the 
war, either completely or only to 
go under the counter for the dura- 
tion, were back on their grocers’ 
shelves ... at a price. 

“We have practically every- 
thing we used to have before the 
war, and generally in fair quanti- 
ty,” one retail] market manager 
reported. “Of course, we don't al- 
ways have all the brands, but 
soap, shortening, canned fruits 
and fruit juices, salmon—they’re 
all back.” 

Black pepper, he said, one of 
the scarcest commodities during 
the war, has now retyrned, but at 
higher prices. The can of pepper 


spectacular 
price fluctuations he noted were 
those for poppy seeds. Retailing 
for about 9 cents a pound before 
the war, they skyrocketed to $2 
er more, when you could find 
and are now down to 45 to 
a pound. 

| As the over-all price situa- 
tion, he noted predictions of com- 
modity brokers that prices would 
next summer but said that 
he ught there might be a gen- 
era] price rise in foods in the next 

few months. 

Buyers’ Resistance. 

The return of most items in 
large quantities, coupled with con- 
sumer resistance to high prices, 
has brought an end to hoarding 
ef almost everything except paper 

, grocers said. The re- 
sult should be that many items 
should be available in larger quan- 
tities at lower prices soon, they 


“But don't expect any immedi- 
ate drop in soap prices,” one 
market manager warned. “There 
still isn't enough coconut oil avail- 
able to fill the demand.” 

Many imported foods, wines and 
liquors are also making a re-ap- 
pearance, at prices generally one 
third to one half higher than they 
were before the war disrupted 
transportation. Some of the price 
differential was attributed to the 
fact that the United States has 
pegged the dollar at artificially 
low levels in comparison with 
other currencies. 

Olive Ol Ayallable Again. 

Olive oll is available again, but 
at prices which discourage all but 
the most insistent gourmets. Now 
$12 to $15 a gallon, it used to be 
about $5 a gallon before the war. 
Even at those prices, one purvey- 
or of fancy foods is distributing 
R on a quota basis. 

Imported French cheeses -and 
pate de folie gras are about to 
put in an appearance on the local 
market again, and French wines 
end liqueurs can be had now for 
about 50 per cent more than they 
were in 1939. Roman cheese, 
which used to be 75 cents a pound, 
Js available now at $1.75 a pound. 

Chianti wine has gone up only 
slightly, selling for $1.75 a quart, 
and one variety of Russian caviar 
is about the same price, $9 for 
an eight ounce jar. Also on hand 
to satisfy delicate palates are im- 
— sardines from Portugal and 

orway, green peppers packed in 
wine vinegar, and Italian sherry 
wine. There aren’t any Dutch 
cheeses yet, however, and only 
those Rhine wines which are made 
in Switzerland. 

As for good, aged Scotch, one 
Mquor dealer viewed the future 
gioomily.

appointment of Gen, Marshall 
as Secretary of State is likely to 
end what they call the “British

These members credit as true 
the story that President Roosevelt 
picked Marshall to boss the in- 
vasion of Europe but that Church- 
ill opposed him. Thus, they say, 
Marshal! at the least is not likely 
to be pro-British in his dealings. 
(They don’t expect him to be pro- 
Russian, either.)

HE Republican-controlled eightieth Congress rolled up its sleeves 
last week, ready to begin work on a bulging legislative agenda. 

It heard a Democrat, President Truman, recommend a broad 
program of legislation covering many fields. But the Republicans, 
tasting i they had not known in 15 years, already were 
prepared with one of their own. 

Whether the ship of state glides smoothly during the next two 
years—until the 1948 presidential and congressional election—or 
becomes wrecked on the rocks of isan politics depends largely 
on the similarity or disparity of the programs. In general, 
there is considerable similarity, but major differences may develop 
over how far legislation should go concerning labor, taxation, 
Government economy. ; | 

Further, complications affecting the nation’s legislation may 
result from the jockeying of forces supporting Republican presi- 
dential aspirants. At this time this is particularly true of those 
favoring the Taft and Dewey candidacies.

Much of the business facing the new Congress—first controlled 
by Republicans since 1931—is left over from the last. Many bills 
pending when Congress adjourned in August probably will be 
reintroduced, along with many unsuccessfully proposed by 
Republicans when Democrats had control. 

The first Truman-Republican clash may take place over labor 
legislation. The President proposed a four-point labor program 
that would outlaw jurisdictional strikes, prohibit secondary boy- 
cotts in jurisdictional disputes, provide for arbitration of disputes 
over existing contracts, set up a joint commission to study labor- 
management relations. He warned Congress against punitive, 
vindictive labor laws and ill-considered action. 

Republicans, however, already had the bit in their teeth. 
Those in the Senate planned to push a revised version of the 
anti-labor Case bill, which President Truman vetoed last year. 
Those in the House prevared a similar piece of legislation, desig-

anced. Some Repyblicans lined up with Democrats on major 
issues, quite as Democrats, especially from the South, have 
sided with Republicans in past two years—and may again.

HOMEMADE SOAP 


It's Being Produced in the Kitchen Due to 
Shortage of the Commercial Variety 


O one has been able to demonstrate 

‘in a laboratory exactly how or why 
washes away dirt. Every house- 

wife. knows it does, however, and when 
is missing from her grocery store she 
deus a particularly painful feeling of 
frustration.

The shortage, expected to last 
several months more, is one the housewife 
can do something about. With six pounds 
of salvaged kitchen grease and a 10-cent 
can of household lye, she can produce 
about 20 cakes of soap. Each cake will 
be big enough for an average washing, 
bland and pure enough for use on the face. 
Reason for blandness is that interaction 
with fat neutralizes the lye. After the sbap 
has aged and dried two to three weeks, 
the caustic is changed to bicarbonate of 
soda.

Theory is that the molecules make 
a film between water and dirt, each mole- 
cule attaching itself at one end to the dirt, 
other end to the water, and tending to pull 
the dirt into solution.

HE muskrat, a stocky little water animal about a foot long, is source 
of Missouri's most valuable crop of fur. In shallow lakes and 
marshes about the state, it builds domed houses of cattails, corn 

stalks and grasses well out from shore. For food, it placidly gnaws 
roots of water plants. 

An unsuspecting creature with an unlovely name, the easily 
trapped muskrat goes to market under shrouded identity. As a fur 
coat, it usually becomes Hudson seal; as an item on menus during 
the meat shortage (and still popular in some places), it is marsh hare. 

Catching muskrats requires neither wiles nor bait. A trap, set 
near the entrance of one of their homes, will by next morning most 
likely have a muskrat in it. But trapping them profitably takes hard 
work, It means long hours of wading in icy water and half-frozen 
mud, more hours of skinning and cleaning the pelts. 

These two jobs are divided 489 2 Boyd and his wife of Bigelow, 
Missouri. Boyd is one of four trappers having exclusive fur-hunting 
privileges on 7000-acre Squaw Creek Refuge in Holt county, north of 
St. Joseph. The refuge is a Federal bird sanctuary where limited 
trapping is permitted every winter to prevent overcrowding of the 
animal population. Since Mrs. Boyd does all the skinning, her husband 
is able to put in full time on the trap lines in the six-week season that 
is just ending.
